Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  School  Board: 

I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  honor  which  you  have 
bestowed  upon  me,  and  shall  endeavor  to  perform  the 
duties  that  belong  to  a  presiding  officer  of  this  Board  in 
the  same  way  that  I  have  in  the  past. 

There  is  no  address  or  inaugural  speech  expected  of  a 
presiding  officer  of  this  Board  on  his  election.  This 
body  is  a  continuous  one,  one-third  being  elected  each 
year  ;  the  duties  are  continuous  ;  the  committees  are  par- 
tially made  up  ;  and  it  only  remains  for  the  presiding 
officer  to  appoint  the  remainder  and  to  perform  the  duties 
which  come  to  him  as  presiding  officer  and  as  a  member 
of  the  various  committees  of  which  he  may  be  a  member. 

There  is  one  cause  of  congratulation  —  one  thing  that 
,we  are  all  pleased  with  —  and  that  is,  that  while  the 
Board  is  of  necessity  elected  by  political  parties,  the 
action  of  the  Board  heretofore  has  had  nothing  partisan 
in  it,  and  in  the  election  of  its  officers  and  the  transaction 
of  its  business  there  never  has  been  any  evidence  of  parti- 
sanship. In  fact,  as  all  of  us  who  have  been  here  for  some 
time  know,  there  is  nothing  that  calls  for  partisan  action, 
everything  that  pertains  to  politics  having  been  taken 
away  from  the  Board,  as  far  as  possible  ;  so  that  we  have 
cause  for  congratulation  in  that  we  meet  here  and  trans- 
act the  educational  business  of   the  city  solely  for  the 
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interest  of  the  schools,  for  the  interest  of  the  pupils,  for 
the  interest  of  the  teachers,  and  for  the  interest  of  the 
public  at  large.

and  Regulations  of  1890,  but  pending  the  establishment  of  a  parental 
school  no  action  has  been  taken  upon  it  by  this  Board.  Superin- 
tendent Seaver  in  his  report  to  the  Committee  on   School  Houses, 
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which  is  printed  as  a  supplement  in  School  Document  No.  20  of 
1891,  has  referred  to  the  same  matter  and  its  practical  working  in 
the  "  ungraded  school  at  Detroit."  (See  pages  55  to  61.)  Under 
the  laws  of  Michigan  one  of  the  classes  who  are  described  as  coming 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  "children  which  attending  any 
public  school  are  incorrigibly  turbulent,  disobedient  and  insubordi- 
nate, or  are  vicious  or  immoral  in  conduct."  Such  boys  as  are 
described  here  and  also  young  truants  can  be  sent  at  once  to  this 
ungraded  school.  Tliey  must  carry  their  dinner  and  stay  all  day. 
Incipient  truancy  and  criminality  are  thus  taken  in  hand  at  once 
before  they  have  become  fixed  in  a  habit,  and  in  most  cases  the  boy 
is  saved.  It  may  be  that  under  our  present  statutes  there  is  not 
sufficient  authority  in  our  truant  officers,  etc.,  to  put  these  boys 
into  such  a  school.  But  the  whole  matter  is  of  such  vital  importance 
that  it  should  have  careful  consideration  at  once,  so  that  legislation 
may  be  asked  for  if  needed.     I  would  therefore  offer  the  following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  be 
requested  to  ascertain  what  further  legislation,  if  any, 
is  needed  to  establish  one  or  more  ungraded  schools  for 
turbulent,  vicious,  and  immoral  scholars  in  our  public 
schools,  and  to  report  at  once  to  this  Board.

the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools ;  the  questions  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

•  1st.  "  Whether  the  statute  of  1888,  chapter  348,  has  been 
amended  or  in  any  way  affected  by  the  statute  of  1889,  chapter  464, 
and  the  statute  of  1890,  chapter  384.  In  particular,  can  age  and 
schooling  certificates  be  legally  issued,  under  chapter  348  of  1888, 
after  twenty  weeks'  attendance,  or  not  until  after  thirty  weeks' 
attendance?  " 

2d.  "  Whether  an  amendment  to  the  Public  Statutes,  chapter  47, 
section  1,  changing  twenty  weeks  to  thirty  weeks  would,  in  the 
absence  of  any  express  provision  in  the  amending  act,  work  a  similar 
change  in  the  statute  of  1888,  chapter  348." 

3d.  "  Whether  statute  of  1888,  chapter  348,  has  been  amended, 
or  in  any  way  affected  by  statute  of  1891,  chapter  361,  assuming 
that  Boston  is  a  city  where  opportunity  is  furnished  in  connection 
with  the  regular  work  of  the  public  schools,  for  gratuitous  instruc- 
tion in  the  use  of  tools,  or  in  manual  training,  or  for  industrial 
education  in  any  form." 
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4th.  "  Whether  the  assumption  above  made  is  justified  by  exist- 
ing facts,  to  such  an  extent  that  the  School  Committee  or  any  truant 
officer  ought  to  make  complaint  against  parents  or  guardians  neg- 
lecting to  send  children  between  fourteen  and  fifteen  years  of  age 
to  school  for  thirty  weeks." 

5th.  "  Whether  a  complaint  brought  against  a  parent  for  not 
sending  his  child  thirteen  and  not  over  fourteen  years  of  age 
to  school  thirty  weeks  in  the  year  would  be  sufficiently  answered 
by  an  age  and  schooling  certificate,  issued  under  the  statutes  of 
1888,  chapter  348,  showing  an  attendance  of  twenty  weeks  since  the 
child  reached  the  age  of  thirteen ;  or  whether  that  certificate  be  not 
for  the  protection  of  the  employer,  and  for  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever." 

The  first  two  questions  are  simply  two  forms  of  inquiring  whether 
chapter  348  of  the  Acts  of  1888  has  been  amended,  so  far  as  the 
provision  for  issuing  age  and  schooling  certificates  goes,  by  chap- 
ter 464  of  1889,  and  chapter  384  of  the  Acts  of  1890.  My  answer  to 
this  would  be  "no,"  there  has  been  no  change  or  amendment  of 
section  7  of  chapter  348  of  1888,  and  age  and  schooling  certificates 
can  be  legally  issued  under  that  section. 

The  third  question  is  a  similar  one,  concerning  the  effect  of  chap- 
ter 361  of  1891,  with  the  assumption,  that  Boston  is  furnishing  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  tools,  or  in  manual  training,  or  industrial 
education.  My  answer  to  this  question  would  likewise  be  "  no." 
Chapter  361  of  1891  does  not  amend  chapter  348  of  1888:  it 
simply,  in  towns  furnishing  the  instruction  spoken  of,  raises  the  age 
during  which  attendance  at  school  is  compulsory,  to  fifteen. 

The  fourth  question  is  a  mixed  question  of  law  and  fact.  Your 
honorable  body,  and  the  superintendent,  have  much  more  knowledge 
of  the  fact  whether  such  gratuitous  instruction  is  furnished  in 
Boston  than  I  have.  So  far  as  it  is  a  question  of  law,  I  would  say 
that  giving  such  instruction  to  special  pupils,  in  some  institution 
whose  teachers  are  paid  by  private  citizens,  or  furnishing  such  in- 
struction to  pupils  in  one  or  two  Grammar  School  districts,  would 
not  make  Boston  a  place  to  which  the  statute  would  apply.  This 
chy  will  not  furnish  an  opportunity  in  connection  with  the  regular 
work  of  the  public  schools,  for  gratuitous  instruction  in  the  use  of 
tools,  or  in  manual  training,  or  for  an  industrial  education  in  any 
form,  until  such  instruction  is  open  and  free  to  all  the  children  and 
youth  of  the  city,  who  are  of  proper  age  or  qualifications  to  attend 
such  instruction.     (See  Jenkins  v.  Andover,  103  Mass.,  94.) 

In  regard  to  the  fifth  question,  in  my  opinion  the  certificate  in 
question  is  for  the  protection  of  the  employer,   and  for  no   other 
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purpose  whatever ;  and  if  a  parent  or  guardian  docs  not  send  his 
child  thirteen  and  not  over  fourteen  years  of  age  to  school  thirty  weeks, 
as  now  required  by  law,  he  can  be  complained  of,  and  the  issuing  of 
the  age  and  schooling  certificate  to  the  child  would  be  no  answer  to  the 
complaint.  In  other  words,  that  statutes  now  require  a  school 
attendance  of  thirty  weeks  in  the  year,  and  if  the  child  has  attended 
twenty  weeks,  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  can  be  given  which 
will  protect  the  employer;  but  the  child  must,  at  some  time  during  the 
school  year,  attend  the  additional  ten  weeks,  or  the  person  having  con- 
trol of  the  child  will  be  liable  under  the  statutes.

The  Committee  on  Music  have  long  felt  the  necessity,  not  alone  to 
improve  this  branch  of  instruction,  but  to  at  least  give  it  that  needed 
attention  which  it  deserves.  For  a  number  of  years  absolutely  noth- 
ing had  been  done  to  place  the  study  of  music  on  a  proportionally 
equal  footing  with  the  rest  of  the  studies,  and  while  the  cit}r  has 
grown,  and  the  increased  number  of  pupils  had  caused  the  construc- 
tion of  a  number  of  new  school-houses,  the  instruction  in  music  had 
been  left  to  the  very  few  instructors  who,  in  former  times,  had  been 
sufficiently  strong  in  number  to  give  satisfaction. 

Some  time  ago  the  idea  had  pressed  itself  into  the  foreground,  that 
music  could  be  taught  as  uniformly  as  any  other  branch  of  instruc- 
tion, and  that,  guided  by  one  able  instructor,  the  teachers  themselves 
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could  perform  the  work,  if  supplied  with  text-hooks  that  would  teach 
almost    automatically,   if  the  assertion  of  the  various  hook   agents 
could  be  trusted.     It  seems,  however,  that  such  a  plan  can  hardly 
ever  become  realized,  for  two  reasons  :  first,  one  musical  instructor 
could  not  be  expected  to  do  any  individual  work;  all   he   could   do 
would  be  to  instruct  the  teachers;  but  when  should  such  instruction 
take  place?     During  school  hours?     Such  would  take  away  the  time 
of  the  pupils,  and  although  we  have  a  precedent  in  the  department  of 
physical  culture,  it  is  understood  that  the  principle  has  been  sanc- 
tioned exceptionally  and  temporarily.     On  the  other  hand,  it  would 
not  be  fair  to  demand  of  our  teachers  to  devote  hours  of  their  leisure 
time  to  listening  to  the  instructor.     The  work  of  the  faithful  teacher 
is  an  onerous  one,  and  he   needs  time  for  recreation  as  much  and 
more  than  any  other  brain  or  muscle  worker.     Second,  music  is  an 
art  which  requires  peculiar  talents.     The  most  magnetic  teacher  and 
the  most  excellent  disciplinarian  may  lack  either  the   taste,  or  the 
voice,  or  the  ear  for  music.     If  we  should  select  our  teachers  merely 
from  those  who  show  talent  for  music,  we  would  either  be  unable  to 
supply  the  demand,  or  would   not  be   sure  that  we  employed  those 
most  competent.     Therefore,  as  long  as  we  teach  music  in  our  pub- 
lic schools,  we  shall  have  to  depend  on  individual  work;  and  while  a 
few  teachers  will  always  be  found  in  every  school  who  would  be  able 
to  give  the  necessary  attention  to  that  study,  we  shall  have,  after  all, 
to  rely  upon  the  personal  efforts  of  a  number  of  qualified  instructors. 
When  we  except  the  High  Schools,  to  which  one  musical  instructor 
is  assigned,  our  schools  are  divided  into  four  districts,  to  each  of 
which  an  instructor  is  given.     These  are  able  to  make  the  round  of 
the  Grammar  Schools  assigned  to  them  once  in  two  weeks,  but  hardly 
any  time  is  left  to  them  which  they  could  devote  to  Primary  School 
instruction.     We  must  bear  in  mind  that  each  Grammar  School  has 
in   the    average   three    Primary  Schools,    and  that  therefore    each 
one   of    our    musical    instructors    has    to    superintend,    besides    his 
Grammar  Schools,  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  Primary  classes. 
I  mention  classes,  because  the  Primary  Schools  have  no  hall  in  which 
several  classes  could  be  instructed  at  once,  and  the  musical  instructor 
has,  therefore,  to  go  from  room  to  room. 

It  is  an  old  experience  that  whenever  a  person  finds  it  physically 
impossible  to  cope  with  a  certain  work,  he  will  leave  it  entirely  un- 
done, and  so  it  happened  that,  discouraged  by  the  impossibility  of 
performing  the  task,  our  musical  instructors  have  devoted  so  little 
time  to  Primary  School  work,  that  even  whatever  they  did  was  rather 
a  waste  of  time.  They  could  visit  a  Primary  School  building  but 
twice  or  three  times  a  year,  and  then  their  work  could  not  tell.  It  is 
obvious  that  the   Primary  School  is  the    foundation    of  our  school 
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system  ;  any  mistake  that  is  made  there  shows  its-  evil  consequences 
afterwards,  and  it  is  therefore  unwise  to  neglect  any  branch  of  study 
during  these  early  years  of  a  child's  school  life. 

Your  Committee  on  Music,  having  looked  into  that  matter,  came, 
therefore,  unanimously  to  the  conclusion  that  better  attention  must 
be  paid  to  the  instruction  of  music  in  the  Primary  classes.  But  how 
was  the  evil  to  be  remedied?  The  musical  instructors  could  not  do 
more  than  devote  all  their  time  to  giving  instruction,  and  the  Primary 
School  teachers  could  do  no  more  than  teach  their  classes  as  best  they 
can.  There  remained  but  two  ways  by  which  to  improve  matters. 
One  was  to  augment  the  force  of  musical  instructors  at  least  by  one. 
This  would  have  had  the  following  consequences :  the  districts 
would  be  cut  up,  and  the  friendly  connections  which  now  exist  be- 
tween the  teachers  and  the  musical  instructor  would  be  broken  into ; 
the  expense  would  be  $2,640,  and,  after  all,  only  a  little  more  time 
would  be  gained  for  each  instructor  to  devote  to  Primary  School  work. 
The  other  plan  which  suggested  itself  and  which  the  Committee  on 
Music  considered  to  be  the  better  of  the  two,  which  moreover  is 
sanctioned  by  the  superintendent  and  hailed  with  joy  by  the  musical 
instructors,  is  that  four  able  and  well-qualified  assistant  instructors 
be  engaged  from  the  corps  of  our  female  teachers,  that  each  of  them 
should  be  assigned  to  one  of  our  musical  instructors,  that  under  their 
supervision  and  direction  they  should  take  charge  of  the  whole 
Primary  School  work;  make  the  l-ound,  as  they  will  be  able  to  do, 
twice  a  month;  show  to  the  teachers  how  to  instruct;  give  out  the 
lessons,  and  see  whether  they  have  been  gone  through,  and  in  case 
of  necessity  take  the  classes  in  their  own  hands.  In  a  word,  they  are 
to  perform  precisely  the  same  work  in  the  Primary  Schools  that  the 
musical  director  performs  in  the  Grammar  Schools. 

It  is  expected  that  such  able  and  competent  teachers  can  be  en- 
gaged at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $850  per  annum,  which  would  make 
for  the  four  an  annual  expense  of  $3,400.  If  it  is  taken  into  consid- 
eration that  the  addition  of  one  musical  director  would  cost  the  city 
$2,640,  the  difference  of  $760  which  this  second  plan  includes 
is  amply  balanced  by  the  fact  that  instead  of  one  teacher  we  would 
have  four,  and  that  the  work  would  be  accomplished  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Your  Committee  on  Music  therefore  unanimously  presents  to  you 
the  following  two  orders,  and  recommends  respectfully  their  immedi- 
ate passage.

The  tables  in  the  appendix  will  show  the 
changes  in  the  results  of  the  previous  counts. 

The  committee  find  that  the  members  who  have  al- 
ready received  their  certificates  have  been  duly  elected 
members  of  the  School  Committee. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  late  recount  was  the 
finding  of  3,398  ballots  on  which  there  was  no  vote  for 
the  School  Committee.

1879  the  Rules  were  amended  providing  that  the  school 
year  should  correspond  with  the  financial  year,  and 
from  that  time  to  the  present  the  teachers  have  been 
elected  annually  in  March,  for  one  year  beginning  the 
first  of  the  following  April.  The  City  Council  has  re- 
cently changed  the  financial  year  to  correspond  with  the 
municipal  year,  and  this  has  brought  forward  the  sub- 
ject of  changing  the  time  of  election  of  teachers.  This 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  for  many  reasons  it  is 
desirable  to  elect  the  teachers  in  June.  The  same  argu- 
ments which  were  presented  when  the  change  of  time 
for  the  election  of  Superintendent  and  Supervisors  from 
March  to  June  was  made,  are  equally  forcible  in  this 
instance.  The  Board  almost  immediately  after  its  or- 
ganization is  called  upon  to  canvass  teachers  for  reelec- 
tion, and  decide  the  cases  of  those  eligible  for  tenure  of 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  School  Board.  This 
gives  the  new  members  but  little  time  to  act  intelligently. 
By  changing  the  time  for  canvassing  of  teachers  for 
reelection  to  May,  an  opportunity  would  be  given  for 
all  the  members  to  obtain  the  necessary  information  with 
regard  to  the  reelection  of  teachers.  The  usual  time 
for  beginning  the  school  work  is  in  September,  and  the 
usual  time  for  reelecting  teachers  is  in  June. 

It  might  be  suggested  that  the  time  for  reelection  of 
teachers  should   be  changed  to   December,  and  that  the 
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teachers  should  be  elected  for  the  year  corresponding 
with  the  financial  year.  Thia  would  he,  in  the  judgment 
of  this  committee,  unwise.  In  December  the  Board  is 
closing  its  work  for  the  year,  and  in  many  respects  is 
so  engaged  that  it  would  he  doubtful  if  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  give  the  subject  the  care  and  time  which  its  im- 
portance demands.  A  strong  reason  for  not  electing 
teachers  in  December  is  one  which  is  experienced  at 
present.  Teachers  in  excess  of  the  number  allowed  by 
the  Rules  are  asked  for,  and  it  is  an  almost  unanswera- 
ble argument  that  no  teacher  should  be  dropped  in  the 
middle  of  the  year,  and  so  require  a  reclassification  of 
the  pupils,  and  otherwise  interfere  with  the  work  of  the 
school.  If  the  election  takes  place  in  June,  these  argu- 
ments cannot  be  presented  with  such  force,  as  all  the 
schools  are  classified  upon  the  opening  of  the  schools  in 
September ;  and  if  for  any  reason  teachers  are  to  be 
dropped,  the  proper  time  to  do  this  is  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of

Gen.  Henry  Knox  and  the  Hon.  Daniel  Webster,  to  be  placed 
on  the  walls  of  the  new  school-house  to  commemorate  the  fact 
that  those  distinguished  men  once  lived  on  the  spot  on  which  the 
new  building  has  been  erected. 

The  portrait  of  Knox  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  original  painting  by 
Stuart,  given'by  the  Knox  family  to  the  city  of  Boston.  It  formerly 
hung  on  the  walls  of  Faneuil  Hall ;  but  a  few  years  ago  it  was 
placed  (with  other  valuable  portraits  owned  by  the  city)  in  one  of 
the  fire-proof  galleries  of  the  Art  Museum.  The  late  Admiral 
Henry  Knox  Thatcher,  grandson  of  the  general,  has  stated  that  he 
is  "  not  aware  that  Stuart  ever  painted  any  other  portrait  of  him,"  — 
although  others  have  been  described  as  the  work  of  Stuart's  hand. 

The  portrait  of  Webster  is  copied  from  a  painting  by  Ames',  to 
whom  Webster  gave  many  sittings  at  different  times.  It  represents 
him  as  he  appeared  about  the  year  1848,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight 
(68).  It  was  executed  for  the  Hon.  Joseph  Burnett  of  Southboro', 
Mass.,  and  is  now  in  his  possession.  It  has  never  before  been  copied 
although  many  applications  have  been  made  for  that  privilege. 

The  copies  of  both  portraits  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Jacob 
Wagner,  who  has  performed  his  work  with  admirable  skill  and 
fidelity. 

The  pictures  have  been  suitably  framed,  and  are  now  at  Mr.  East- 
man Chase's  gallery,  in  Hamilton  place,  subject  to  the  order  of  your 
committee.

Accordingly 
March  24,  1891,  an  appropriation  of  $2,700  was  asked 
for  a  new  site  on  Gardner  street  which  was  afterwards 
granted,  and  the  land  bought.  At  the  time  the  site 
was  selected  it  was  the  most  satisfactory  in  price  and 
location  that  could  be  obtained.  No  building  has  yet  been 
erected,  as  this  was  one  of  the  five  schools  left  over  from 
last  year  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made.  Since 
this  lot  was  purchased,  the  owner  of  an  estate  near  by  has 
died,  and  the  lot  referred  to  by  Mr.  Bolles  and  others 
has  come  into  the  market.  We  can  now,  therefore, 
obtain  what  it  was  impossible  to  get  a  year  ago,  a  lot 
better  located  in  every  way  for  school  purposes.  We 
have  received  a  communication  from  the  owner  offering: 
to  wive  us  a  lot  measuring  150  feet  on  Baker  street  and 
140  feet  on  Gardner  street,  and  containing  21,000 
square  feet,  in  exchange  for  the  present  lot  on  Baker 
street,  containing  30,000  square  feet.

doors,  would  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  to  add  to  the 
present  small  yard  of  the  Plummer  Primary  School  a  strip  of  land 
between  the  present  line  and  the  B.,  R.B.,  &  L.  R.R.,  which  strip  can 
now  be  purchased  at  a  very  reasonable  rate.

When  the  lot  for  this  Primary  School  was  purchased 
three  years  ago,  it  was  felt  by  some  that  it  would  be 
very  desirable  for  us  to  take  a  larger  lot  than  we  did. 
The  pressure  for  school  accommodations  was  so  very 
great  that  the  committee  decided  to  buy  only  what 
seemed  absolutely  necessary.  Last  year  an  order  was 
introduced  for  the  same  purpose  as  is  covered  by  the 
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present  petition,  hut  we  felt  compelled  to  refuse  the  re- 
quest. It  is  now  renewed  with  this  definite  and  specific 
use  in  mind  as  related  to  one  of  the  studies  in  our 
Primary  grades.  The  thought  is  not  a  new  one,  but 
has  been  presented  before  by  others,  and  there  are  those 
who  would  like  to  see  the  experiment  at  least  tried. 
There  are  some  special  reasons  >  if  it  is  to  be  tested  prac- 
tically anywhere,  why  this  is  one  of  the  very  best  places. 
The  lot  which  adjoins  the  Plummer  School  has  a  front- 
age of  105  feet  on  Sumner  street,  contains  about  13,100 
square  feet,  and  can  be  bought  for  7 7 J,-  cents  per  foot, 
or  about  $10,500.  Now  is  the  time  to  obtain  it  if  ever, 
while  it  is  unoccupied.  Under  all  the  circumstances, 
this  committee  are  willing  to  recommend  the  purchase 
for  testing  the  experiment  referred  to  in  the  petition. 
If  the  experiment  is  of  no  practical  value,  the  land  will 
be  a  good  asset  for  the  city  of  Boston,  and  the  whole  or 
a  part  can  be  sold  at  any  time  without  serious  injury  to 
the  present  school,  as  we  believe  there  would  be  land 
enough  in  the  present  school  lot,  certainly  with  a  small 
addition,  to  prevent  any  building  being  erected  which 
would  seriously  obstruct  either  the  light  or  air. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  asked  for  an 
appropriation  of  $10,500  for  a  lot  of  land  on  Sumner 
street,  East  Boston,  and  adjoining  the  present  Plummer 
School,  the  said  land  now  being  owned  by  James  J.

In  the  report  on  the  subject  of  school  accommodations  ^tofglustin0f 
needed  in  this  city  (School  Document  No.    1,   1889),  PrimaryScho01- 
the  Committee  on  School  Houses  called  the  attention  of  [See  page  54.] 
the   Board  to   the   Austin    School-house,    Paris    street, 
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East  Boston,  and  as  a  result  of  this  report  the  City 
Council  during  the  year  1889  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$12,000  for  raising  the  building,  providing  new  steam- 
heating  apparatus,  etc.  This  money,  however,  was  not 
expended  for  this  purpose,  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  advised  that  it  would  be  a  waste  to 
spend  such  a  sum  upon  an  old  building  which  had  once 
before  been  enlarged.  In  the  meantime  a  new  engine- 
house  has  been  erected  upon  the  lot  adjoining  the  Austin 
School-house,  and  quite  a  strip  of  land  formerly  used 
as  a  school-yard  is  now  occupied  by  this  engine-house. 
It  was  essential,  therefore,  to  enlarge  the  present  lot, 
but  as  the  committee  could  not  agree  as  to  price 
with  the  parties  owning  the  adjoining  land,  the  City 
Council  was  asked  to  take  it  by  right  of  eminent  domain, 
which  proceedings  are  now  pending. 

Since  this  matter  was  first  agitated,  several  new 
necessities  have  arisen  which  should  be  provided  for. 
(1)  We  are  paying  for  a  hall  for  an  Evening  Drawing 
School  $940  rent  per  annum.  (2)  The  hall  which  has 
been  used  by  the  High  School  boys  for  drill  purposes 
for  a  long  time  has  now  been  leased  by  the  city  to  the 
John  A.  Hawes  Post  G.A.R.,  and  we  shall  be  obliged 
to  pay  a  large  rental  for  another  hall  for  this  purpose. 
For  these  two  uses  the  city  will  probably  pay  a  rental 
equal  to  the  interest  on  $40,000  at  4  per  cent.  (3) 
During  the  past  three  months  two  experiments  in  manual 
training  have  been  tried,  one  in  South  Boston  and  one 
in  Roxbury,  which  show  the  value  of  having  the  boys 
of  quite  a  large  section  come  to  a  common  centre  for 
this  work.  We  believe  the  best  locality  for  this 
purpose  for  a  large  section,  certainly  of  East  Boston,  is 
near  the  vicinity  of  this  Paris-street  School,  where  the 
present  Slojd  class  is  being  taught.     In  our  judgment, 
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therefore,  the  request  of  the  First  Division  Committee 
regarding  the  acquisition  of  more  land,  provided  it  can 
be  obtained  at  a  proper  price,  ought  to  be  granted, 
and  then  it  will  be  for  the  city's  interest  to  erect  here 
one  large  building,  which  shall  not  only  provide  for  six 
Primary  classes,  but  also  one  large  or  two  ordinary 
rooms  for  manual  training,  a  hall  for  the  Evening  Draw- 
ing School,  and  a  drill-hall  for  the  East  Boston  High 
School.  These  can  be  provided  for  in  one  building 
much  more  economically  than  to  have  them  in  two 
different  places,  or  by  leasing  halls  at  a  large  rental  as 
at  present.  We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  order  :

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  February  9,  the 
following  orders  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Music  were  referred  to  this  committee  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Music  be  author- 
ized to  appoint  four  assistant  instructors  in  music,  and 
to  define  their  duties. 

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  assistant  instructors  be 
fixed  at  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  ($852)  per 
annum. 

The  rules  provide  that  the  Committee  on  Music  shall 
have  general  supervision  of  the  instruction  of  music  in 
all  the  schools ;  that  the  special  instructors  in  music 
shall  be  nominated  to  the  Board  by  the  committee  in 
charge  through  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  The 
rules  further  provide  that  the  Committee  on  Salaries 
shall  consider  all  propositions  to  establish  or  to  change 
the  salaries  of  all  instructors. 

There  appears  to  be  no  necessity  for  amending  the 
Regulations  as  the  proposed  action  does  not  conflict 
therewith,  but  your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  a  few 
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suggestions  which  have  occurred  to  them  during  their 
consideration  of  the  matter. 

The  estimates  which  were  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Board  Last  December  were  made  up  with  the 
usual  care  in  regard  to  an  economical  administration  of 
our  public  schools,  and  did  not  contemplate  or  provide 
for  an  increase  in  expense  for  music  instructors.  The 
City  Council  reduced  the  sum  asked  for  about  $48,000, 
and  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  it  will  be  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  get  through  the  year  with  the  re- 
duced appropriation,  and  certainly  no  new  sources  of 
expense  should  be  put  forward  this  year  unless  they  are 
imperatively  demanded. 

The  subject  of  instruction  in  music  in  our  schools  has 
been  quite  prominent  in  the  discussions  of  the  Board 
during  the  past  five  years  or  more.  We.  are  inclined  to 
the  opinion  that  this  instruction  can,  and  ought  to  be, 
made  more  efficient  and  uniform,  not  by  experiments 
nor  expedients,  but  after  careful  and  mature  deliberation 
by  the  strong  and  earnest  conviction  of  some  clearly  de- 
fined, positive  course  of  action. 

The  Committee  on  Music  urge  the  desirability  of 
employing  additional  instructors,  and  propose  the  ap- 
pointment of  four  assistant  instructors  to  assist  and  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  special  instructors  assigned  to 
the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools.  The  present  in- 
structors are  able  to  visit  the  Primary  Schools  but 
seldom,  if  at  all,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Music  Com- 
mittee, it  is  in  this  grade  that  the  musical  instruction 
should  begin. 

Your  committee  respectfully  present  the  following 
suggestions  : 

May  it  not  be  possible  to  find  in  the  "  corps  of  our 
female  teachers  "  from  which   the   Committee   on   Music 
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propose  to  take  the  four  assistant  instructors,  one  teacher 
in  each  school  who  possesses  the  ability  and  who  could 
devote  some  of  her  time  to  the  instruction  in  singing  — 
as  we  understand  is  the  case  with  regard  to  other 
branches  ? 

We  understand  that  the  ability  to  give  special  in- 
struction in  singing  has  been  one  of  the  chief  and 
desirable  considerations  in  making  the  recent  selection 
of  teachers  for  our  Grammar  Schools,  and  that  in  most, 
if  not  all,  of  these  schools  there  is  one  teacher  who 
devotes  a  part  of  his  or  her  time  to  such  instruction. 
May  it  not  be  possible  for  some  of  these  teachers  who 
possess  the  requisite  knowledge  and  skill  to  relieve  to 
some  extent  the  special  instructors,  and  thus  give  them 
more  time  to  devote  to  the  Primary  Schools  ? 

May  it  not  be  worthy  of  consideration  to  assign  one 
special  instructor  to  the  Primary  Schools,  as  was  the 
custom  formerly,  for  the  instruction  in  singing? 

Your  committee  do  not  desire  to  be  understood  as 
presenting  obstructions  to  the  proposition  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Music.  We  wish  to  urge  cautious  and  de- 
liberate action.  We  believe  the  subject  of  our  school 
expenses  is  a  vital  one  and  that  no  step  should  be  taken 
to  increase  them  until  the  Board  is  convinced  of  the  ne- 
cessity for  it.  We  believe  the  subject  of  the  instruction 
in  music  is  an  important  one  and  needs  attention,  but  we 
think  further  consideration  of  the  subject  is  desirable  before 
any  action  is  taken.

The  question  having  arisen  in  the  City  Council  whether  or  not  the 
School  Committee  would  object  to  having  a  Reform  School  placed 
on  the  mainland  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  Parental  School, 
desire  again,  as  in  the  past,  most  respectfully  to  object  to  any  attempt 
to  unite  the  two  in  any  way.  Such  action  would  be  in  direct  opposi- 
tion to  Section  1  of  Chapter  282  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  which  says  : 
"  The  city  of  Boston  shall  forthwith,  upon  being  requested  by  the 
School  Committee  of  said  city,  establish  on  the  mainland,  at  some 
place  removed  from  institutions  occupied  by  criminal  or  vicious  per- 
sons, a  parental  school  for  the  confinement,  discipline,  and  instruction 
of  minor  children  convicted  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  under  Sections 
10  and  12  of  Chapter  48  of  the  Public  Statutes." 

We  desire  to  express  our  hearty  approval  of  the  admirable  report 
signed  by  Alderman  John  H.  Sullivan,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses  of  the  City  Council,  Document  63,  1892,  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  which  he  says  : 

"  The  School  Committee  are  very  positive  in  their  opinion  that  the 
truant  or  parental  school  should  be  an  institution  by  itself,  and 
wholly  separated  from  all  others  of  a  reformatory  character,  in 
which  juvenile  or  any  other  class  of  criminals  are  confined,  and  they 
are  strongly  opposed  to  any  plan,  such  as  is  proposed  in  the  recent 
order  of  the  City  Council,  for  establishing  a  house  of  reformation 
for  boys  in  conjunction  with  the  truant  school.  In  their  interesting 
and  carefully  prepared  report  upon  the  subject  they  state  :  '  We 
want  an  institution  for  an  entirely  different  class  of  boys  from  those 
who  are  in  the  reform  school.  What  we  ask  for  is  a  parental  school 
to  care  for  the  truant  and  the  rebellious  before  they  have  committed 
what  is  commonly  called  crime,  —  we  want  what  was  contemplated 
by  those  who  framed  the  law:  a  parental  school  to  prevent  crime' 
not  a  reform  school  to  cure  crime.'  (School  Doc.  No.  20,  1891,  pp. 
13,  14.) 

"  This  opinion  upon  the  subject  is  supported  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Prisons  in  their  report  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  1891 
(Doc.  175  of  1891),  and  your  committee,  after  carefully  considering 
the  matter,  are  prepared  to  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the 
School  Committee,  believing  it  the  most  judicious  and  the  proper 
plan  for  the  city  to  adopt. 
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"  The  School  Committee  have  obtained  figures  of  the  cost  of  a  site 
and  buildings  required  for  a  truant  school  for  hoys  and  girls,  anil 
state  tlic  necessary  amount  to  be  .$150,000.  Your  committee  feel 
that,  under  the  circumstances,  the  necessity  for  immediate  action 
towards  the  establishment  of  this  proposed  school  cannot  be  too 
strongly  urged  upon  the  City  Council,  and  that  any  further  delay  in 
the  matter  is  not  only  inexcusable,  but  discreditable  to  the  city,  and 
tbey  accordingly  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $1">0,000  be 
provided  for  the  purpose,  by  loan  or  otherwise,  and  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  joint  rules.

In  fact,  the  only  schools  in  which  this  subject 
has  been  taught  in  accordance  with  the  revised  course  of 
study  are  where  the  teachers  have  provided  these  mate- 
rials at  their  own  expense.  As  all  teachers  cannot  be 
expected  to  do  this,  and  as  none  should  be  required  to  do 
it,  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  for  supplying  the  necessary  ma- 
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terials  to  all  the  schools.  On  account  of  the  limited 
appropriations  for  school  expenses,  the  committee  have 
decided  to  ask  for  only  a  very  small  sum  this  year,  but 
recommend  that  in  the  estimates  for  next  year  there  be 
included  a  sum  sufficient  to  carry  out  a  plan  for  supply- 
ing the  Normal  and  Grammar  Schools.

At  the  time  this  order  was  received,  this  Board  had  already  re- 
quested the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  and  the  Inspector  of  the  State 
Board  of  District  Police  to  examine  this  building  and  report  to  us 
their  conclusions.  We  felt,  therefore,  it  was  only  proper  courtesy 
to  these  Boards  to  await  their  official  reports  before  replying  to  the 
above  communication.  These  reports  have  now  been  received,  and 
printed  as  School  Document  No.  7,  to  which  for  details  we  most 
respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council.  In  both  reports 
the  sanitary  arrangements  are  called  good,  and  no  offensive  odors 
were  perceptible  in  the  building. 

With  regard  to  the  heating  and  ventilation,  some  changes  have 
been  proposed,  which  will  be  carried  out  in  the  summer  vacation. 
The  Stoughton  School  is  an  old  building,  very  loose  and  open  in 
many  places,  and  needs  repairing.  This  committee  have  already  in- 
structed the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  to  have  double  win- 
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dows  placed  upon  the  building  for  next  winter,  and  to  protect  other 
places  which  have  caused  serious  drafts,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
scholars  in  very  cold  days.  They  will  also  provide  on  the  outer 
edge  of  the  wall  side  of  rooms  a  hot-water  pipe,  which  will  also  ob- 
viate another  difficulty  which  has  been  experienced.  But  what  the 
Stoughton  School  needs,  as  was  previously  reported  in  School  Docu- 
ment No.  2,  is  a  new  building.  The  present  one  is  unworthy  a 
Grammar  School  in  this  rapidly  growing  section.  It  is  full  to  over- 
flowing, and  new  houses  are  going  up  all  about  it.  Representatives 
of  the  school  were  at  work  a  year  ago  to  see  what  could  be  done 
about  a  proper  lot  for  a  new  building,  and  the  one  they  had  in  mind 
as  most  eligibly  located  for  this  purpose  has  since  been  taken  in 
connection  with  a  large  estate  for  park  purposes.  As  we  were  con- 
sidering this  matter  at  the  time  the  Park  Commissioners  secured  it, 
we  trust  they  will  be  willing  to  relinquish  a  small  corner  of  it  to  us 
for  a  new  Grammar  School  lot.  From  the  well-known  interest  these 
gentlemen  have  in  the  welfare  of  our  schools,  we  are  sure  they  will, 
if  possible,  grant  our  petition,  which  is  hereto  annexed  as  a  part  of 
this  report. 

After  the  land  is  secured,  we  shall  ask  the  City  Council  for  an 
appropriation  for  a  new  building,  suitable  in  every  way  to  the  present 
needs  of  the  Stoughton  District.

Schools.  The  High  School  teachers  have  therefore  complained 
that  some  of  the  work  the  pupils  took  up  on  entering  the  High 
Schools  was  not  fresh.  They  prefer  to  begin  there  with  new 
work,  of  course.  It  was  then  thought  advisable  to  put  some  new 
book  into  the  High  School  course.  The  head-masters  of  the  High 
Schools,  and  the  teachers  interested  in  teaching  English,  came  to- 
gether, held  a  conference  with  the  Supervisorof  English,  and  it  was 
the  unanimous  sentiment  that  some  such  plan  as  this  would  be  very 
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much  better.  They  wanted  to  enlarge  the  literature  course.  Of 
course,  the  study  of  literature  in  the  High  Schools  is  very  different 
from  what  it  was  some  years  ago,  when  they  merely  studied  the 
history  of  literature  and  learned  the  authors'  names  and  the  times  in 
which  they  lived.  They  now  study  the  literature,  and  there  has 
been  a  great  advance  in  the  schools ;  and  what  the  teachers  now 
want  are  books  that  are  literature,  for  study.  Taking,  for  instance, 
the  Girls'  High  School :  if  there  are  some  one  hundred  pupils  to- 
gether under  different  teachers  it  is  not  necessary  that  all  sections 
of  the  junior  class  or  of  the  middle  class  should  be  studying  the 
same  book  at  the  same  time ;  but  it  was  found  that  one  section 
might  be  studying  one  book,  another  another,  and  so  on  ;  so  that  the 
various  pupils  would  be  getting  very  much  more  literature  through 
the  year  than  if  they  were  confined  to  one  book.  The  adoption  of 
these  books  will  entail  no  more  expense  upon  the  city  than  the  adop- 
tion of  one  book  for  all.  The  cost  of  the  books  averages  from  thirty 
cents  to  ninety  cents  per  volume,  the  cost  being  really  lower  than 
that  of  any  text-book  that  might  be  adopted  for  these  classes.  It  has 
been  said,  "Why  not  put  these  books  in  the  supplementary  list?" 
But  that  is  a  list  which  comes  in  the  line  of  collateral  reading,  for  the 
purpose  of  throwing  light  upon  the  various  studies  taken  up.  As  you 
have  various  kinds  of  such  books,  and  as  you  appropriate  about  $5,000 
a  year  for  supplementary  reading  for  all  grades,  there  may  not  be 
money  enough  to  supply  the  High  school  needs.  It  is  desired  that 
these  books  be  regarded  as  text-books,  books  for  study,  to  be  taken 
up  from  time  to  time.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  are  heartily  in  favor 
of  this  plan,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  found  to  work  admirably. 
In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  president,  whether  the  Com- 
mittee on  Text-Books  had  made  any  estimate  as  to  the  annual  cost, 
Mr.  Green  stated  that  if  the  books  were  supplied  to  the  full  limit  of 
the  possible  demand  the  cost  would  not  be  above  $720,  which  would 
not  be  a  yearly  expense,  as  the  books  being  once  supplied  would  last 
for  a  considerable  time.

The  location  of  the  present  apparatus  houses  there  is  so  excellent, 
and  the  difficulty  in  finding  another  as  good,  so  great,  that  the  Com- 
missioners feel  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  make  a  change,  especially 
as  the  space  around  there  is  so  ample  that  any  danger  to  children  or 
grown  people  ought  to  be  extremely  remote,  certainly  much  less  than 
it  would  be  were  the  same  apparatus  on  a  crowded  thoroughfare. 

The  Commissioners  are  glad,  however,  that  the  subject  has  come 
up,  as  they  are  enabled  to  suggest,  upon  the  strength  of  their  own 
observations,  where  a  change  can  be  immediately  and  beneficially 
made.  The  children  of  the  Primary  School  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Dorchester  streets  are  in  constant  and  imminent  peril,  both  phys- 
ically and  morally.  They  are  in  danger  of  being  run  over  by 
the  apparatus,  while  their  daily  contact  with  criminals  and  familiarity 
with  the  evil  side  of  life  are  appalling.  The  dissociation  of  two  de- 
partments having  no  natural  relations  with  one  another  should 
begin  at  that  point,  and  at  once.  Of  course  it  would  be  much  easier 
and  more  economical  to  move  the  children  than  to  change  the  loca- 
tion of  the  apparatus  and  the  municipal  court.

Dear  Sir  :  Responding  to  the  order  passed  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, February  23,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  that  portion  of 
Regulation  201  regarding  the  "  fire-alarm  signal "  is  strictly  en- 
forced in  thirty-two  schools  or  districts.  Many  of  those  masters  who 
report  that  they  have  not  lived  up  to  the  letter  of  the  rule  express 
the  conviction  that  they  have  observed  its  spirit,  and  explain  that 
their  regular  filing  is  so  effectual  as  to  bring  all  their  pupils  out 
upon  the  street,  in  good  order,  within  a  time  varying  from  one  and 
a  half  to  four  minutes.  There  are  a  few  schools  in  which  the  "  fire 
signal  "  has  not  been  used  for  many  years,  if  it  ever  was.  And  there 
are  a  few  more  in  which  it  has  been  neglected  of  late,  but  now  is 
attended  to.  The  reports  of  the  masters,  now  in  my  hands,  contain 
full  explanations,  and  much  interesting  matter.  These  will  be  kept 
on  file  for  inspection  by  members  of  the  Board.

In  reply,  we  beg  to  advise  that  we  have  visited  the  locality,  have  [See  page  95.] 
consulted  with  the  teachers,  and  find  that  the  present  location  is 
every  way  the  most  desirable  possible  to  accommodate  the  children 
of  that  section.  The  building  itself,  however,  while  in  better  condi- 
tion than  many  others  in  the  city,  would  be  improved  by  general  re- 
pairs throughout.  The  most  serious  difficulty,  however,  is  in  the 
size  of  the  lot,  it  being  one  of  the  smallest  in  the  city,  containing  only 
5,300  square  feet.  With  this  small  yard  the  sanitary  arrangements 
are  crowded,  and  the  high  buildings  in  the  vicinity,  particularly  in 
the  winter  time,  take  the  light  and  sun  from  the  lower  rooms.  If  it 
can  be  done  without  too  large  an  outlay,  it  would  be  extremely  de- 
sirable to  enlarge  the  lot.  Our  experience  the  past  three  years  has 
shown  us  that  this  is  an  extremely  difficult  thing  to  do.  Where  we 
need  a  new  lot,  and  as  a  rule  advertise  for  it  in  some  general  locality, 
there  is  a  competition  usually,  which  gives  us  such  proposals,  that  the 
city  is  able  to  buy  land  at  a  fair  price.  But  when  we  come  to  the 
enlargement  of  lots  for  school-houses  already  fixed,  the  abutters  are 
very  apt  to  have  very  large  ideas  as  to  the  value  of  their  property. 
We  have  such  cases  pending  now  where  parties  want  three  or  four 
times  the  assessed  value  of  their  property,  a  price  which  we  are  not 
willing  to  pay.  There  are  two  or  three  ways  of  enlarging  the  Park- 
man  School  lot,  so  as  to  give  the  children  proper  yard-room  and 
enable  us  to  provide  for  better  sanitary  arrangements.

When  there  was  no  money  available  to  commence  this  work,  when  it 
was  poorly  understood,  and  sceptics  were  everywhere,  you  and  those 
associated  with  you  came  forward,  and,  without  stint,  furnished  the 
means  and  the  men  to  try  the  experiment.  Through  several  years 
you  have  carried  schools  on  for  us,  giving  us  a  practical  illustra- 
tion, which  should  serve  us  as  a  guide  for  other  schools.     You  have

Our  schools  ought 
not  to  be  interrupted  in  their  work  by  scientific  investigations  and 
experiments  unless  it  be  clearly  shown  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of 
the  school-life  of  the  children  and  involves  to  some  extent  at  least 
the  responsibility  of  the  Board  in  its  care  and  protection  of  the 
pupils.  Such  requests  should  be  seriously  considered,  and  the 
granting  of  such  requests  most  carefully  guarded.  The  investiga- 
tion proposed  in  this  order  does  not  seem  to  us  to  pertain  to  a  matter 
in  which  this  Board  has  any  special  responsibility.  The  request  is 
one  of  a  particularly  delicate  nature.  It  is  proposed  that  the  con- 
sent of  the  parents  must  first  be  obtained.  This  alone  would  in- 
volve considerable  care  and  labor,  and  would  present  opportunities 
for  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  perfect  understanding  of  the  parents 
of  what  was  proposed  to  be  done,  the  manner  of  doing  it,  and  the 
use  made  of  the  information  when  obtained.  It  is  the  judgment  of 
the  minority  of  this  committee  that  the  information  could  be  obtained 
in  a  private  way  more  effectually  and  satisfactorily,  and  with  less 
trouble  than  in  the  public  schools ;  and   they    therefore    report   that 

the  order  ought  not  to  pass.

In  the  one  case,  it  is  a  necessity  and  should 
be  provided  for;  in  the  other,  while  we  believe  such  rooms  are  desir- 
able, they  are  not  absolutely  necessary,  and  ought  not  to  be  provided 
to  the  sacrifice  of  more  pressing  wants.  In  our  new  buildings  such 
accommodations  are  furnished,  and  we  believe  they  should  be  fur- 
nished in  other  buildings  where  they  are  wanted  as  the  appropriations 
warrant.  The  present  year,  the  expenditure  of  the  reduced  appro- 
priations in  the  department  of  repairs  of  school-buildings  requires 
the  greatest  caution.  There  are  urgent  and  positive  demands  which 
are  unavoidable,  and  must  be  attended  to  at  once  —  such  as  the 
breaking  of  a  drain-pipe,  some  defect  in  the  heating-apparatus, 
some  faulty  construction  in  a  building  which  endangers  its  safety, 
the  demand  for  temporary  school  accommodations,  etc.  This  year 
has  been  somewhat  exceptional  for  exigencies  like  those  referred  to.

In  1877,  the  Board  granted  leave  of  absence  to  twenty-four  -I 
teachers,  and  extended  the  term  of  absence  in  seven  of  these  cases. 
In  1878,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  thirty-three  teachers,  and 
extended  in  four  cases.  During  the  decade  1879-1888,  the  average 
number  of  teachers  granted  leave  of  absence  was  sixty-four,  and  the 
average  number  of  cases  where  the  term  of  absence  was  extended 
was  eighteen.  In  1889,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  seventy- 
four  teachers,  and  in  thirty-nine  cases  the  leave  was  extended.  In 
1890,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  one  hundred  and  three 
teachers,  and  in  forty-six  cases  the  leave  was  extended.  In  1891, 
leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  ninety-six  teachers,  and  in  thirty- 
two  cases  the  leave  was  extended.  These  are  cases  which  are  on 
record  in  our  proceedings  as   having  been   formally  acted  upon  by 
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the  Board.  The  Eules  provide  that  committees  in  charge  shall 
have  power  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  principals  for  not  more 
than  a  week  at  a  time,  and  to  subordinate  teachers  for  not  more 
than  one  month  at  a  time.  In  such  cases,  no  report  is  made  to  the 
Board,  and  we  can  make  no  report  concerning  them.  There  can  be  no 
question  that  the  requests  for  leave  of  absence  are  steadily  increas- 
ing. Originally,  personal  illness  was  the  only  warrantable  reason 
for  permitting  the  absence  of  a  teacher  from  school  work,  but  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  teachers  have  been  permitted  to  absent 
themselves  for  reasons  other  than  illness,  and  while  some  of  these 
reasons  may  have  commendable  purposes  behind  them,  yet  the  ten- 
dency is,  we  fear,  toward  drawing  us  too  far  afield  in  this  matter, 
and  to  suggest  a  doubt  as  to  the  power  of  the  Board,  and  to  ques- 
tion the  wisdom  of  continuing  in  our  present  course.  Our  city  has 
been  exceptionally  liberal  to  our  teachers.  We  believe  no  other 
city  in  the  country  provides  more  generously  in  regard  to  granting 
the  teachers  needed  respite  from  their  labors,  and  we  advise  a  con- 
tinuance of  a  just  liberality,  guarded  with  reasonable  conditions. 
This  committee  are  convinced  that  the  subject  of  leave  of  absence 
to  teachers  is  not  as  carefully  provided  for  by  rule  as  it  should  be, 
and  that  the  Rules  should  be  amended  so  as  to  clearly  state  when  a 
teacher  may  be  granted  leave  of  absence,  and  the  term  of  such 
absence.  With  the  exception  of  the  provision  adopted  in  Novem- 
ber, 1890,  that  teachers  may  be  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence 
on  half-pay  after  every  nine  years'  service,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  teachers  should  not  be  permitted  to  be  absent  from  their  work 
except  on  account  of  personal  illness,  or  on  account  of  a  death  in 
their  immediate  families ;  that  teachers  should  not  be  granted  con- 
tinuous absence  for  longer  than  six  months  with  pay ;  and  that  if 
teachers  are  unable  to  return  to  school  duty  after  an  absence  of  one 
year  they  should  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  service. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order :

The  committee  in  charge 
may  grant  leave  of  absence  to,  and  appoint  a  substitute  for,  a 
special  instructor  or  a  principal  for  not  more  than  one  week  at  a 
time,  or  to  any  subordinate  teacher  for  not  more  than  two  weeks  at 
a  time.  Requests  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  for  longer  than 
said  week  or  two  weeks,  and  the  substitutes  who  fill  such  places, 
must  be  reported  to  and  approved  by  the  Board ;  provided,  that  no 
teacher  shall  be  granted  continuous  leave  of  absence  for  a  term 
longer  than  six  months  with  pay.  If  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  a 
teacher  is  unable  to  return  to  duty,  such  teacher  shall  be  honorably 
discharged  from  the  service.  Principals  shall  immediately  notify 
the  committee  in  charge  of  the  absence  of  a  teacher,  and  employ  a 
substitute  for  such  teacher  for  not  longer  than  three  days  without 
the  cpnsent  of  the  committee  in  charge.  Principals  shall  make 
monthly  returns  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  of  all  substitutes 
employed  in  their  schools,  in  a  blank  furnished  for  the  purpose.

to  the  City  Council  under  date  of  April  26,  a  copy  of  which  we  herewith 
enclose.  (Seepages  119,  120.)  As  this  was  a  public  document,  we  pre- 
sumed its  contents  would  be  seen  by  the  petitioners,  and  its  conclusions 
be  satisfactory  to  them.  We  can  only  summarize  what  is  contained  in 
that  report  that  the  Boards  of  Health  of  City  and  State  pronounce 
the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  school  good.  One  of  our  number 
has  recently  visited  the  building  and  found  the  basement  as  free 
from  all  offensive  odors  as  any  school  building  we  have  ever  seen. 
With  the  same  care  that  is  given  in  other  schools  to  this  matter 
there  is  no  reason  why  these  conditions  should  not  continue.  With 
regard  to  the  trouble  with  draughts,  etc.,  the  difficulty  has  been 
discovered,  and  orders  given  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings to  have  the  proper  repairs  made  this  summer.  But  after  every- 
thing possible  has  been  done,  as  is  stated  in  the  communication 
before  referred  to,  the  present  Stoughton  School  ought  to  be  super- 
seded as  soon  as  possible  by  a  new  building.  As  we  cannot  legally 
secure  the  lot  we  desired  from  the  Park  Commissioners,  we  have 
passed  the  usual  order  asking  for  proposals  for  a  new  lot  of  land  in 
the  district,  and  we  intend  to  use  every  effort  to  secure  not  only  the 
lot  at  once,  but  an  appropriation  for  a  new  building.    The  committee 
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are  so  familiar  with  the  whole  matter  that  we  cannot  see  what  ad- 
vantage is  to  be  gained  by  a  public  hearing.  If,  however,  such  a 
hearing  is  still  desired  after  the  above  statement  of  facts,  the  joint 
committee  will  be  glad  to  meet  the  citizens  interested,  or  any  com- 
mittee representing  them.

teachers  order    was    offered  by  Mrs.   Pifield  relative  to   leave    of   absence. 

While  lamenting  the  fact  that  such  stringent  measures  are  considered 
necessary,  we  feel  that  the  clause  referring  to  no  pay  after  six 
months'  leave,  and  honorable  discharge  after  one  year's  absence, 
will  tell  most  unjustly  against  many  of  our  most  faithful  workers, 
especially  among  the  young  teachers,  who,  with  the  proposed  two 
years  in  the  Normal  School,  give  six  years  of  preparation,  besides 
months  and  perhaps  years  of  substituting. 

Even  then,  it  is  the  seventh  year  from  appointment  before  they 
reach  the  maximum  salary. 

Is  it  any  wonder  they  have   nervous  prostration,   that  bane  of  a 
teacher's  life,  before  they  reach  the  restful  tenth  year  of  service? 
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We  most  heartily  believe  that  no  one  should  be  allowed  leave  of 
absence  except  for  sickness,  but  in  such  cases  the  salary  may  con- 
tinue for  one  year  at  least  and  no  resignation  be  required  under  two 
years.

The  Committee  on  the  Columbian  Exposition  present  this  partial 
report  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  opinion  of  the  whole  committee 
as  to  their  future  action.  Your  committee  proceeded  with  all 
dispatch  to  arrange  for  an  exhibit  at  Chicago  in  accordance  with 
space  and  plan  provided,  and  had  arranged  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  who  is  also  chairman  of  the  State  Committee  of  the 
Massachusetts  Educational  Exhibit,  for  a  system  of  photographs 
showing  all  phases  of  school  work  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest 
grades,  including  all  special  departments  as  well  as  regular  work, 
and  has  provided  by  bound  volumes  and  other  exhibits  of  work  to 
make  a  most  creditable  exhibit  at  comparatively  small  expense,  and 
had  very  nearly  completed  their  work,  when  notice  was  received  by 
the  School  Committee  through  its  President  and  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts that  the  Executive  of  the  city  desires  to  know  what  portion 
of  its  appropriations  could  be  utilized  for  other  departments  of  the 
city,  and  on  inquiry  it  was  further  ascertained  that,  instead  of  re- 
ceiving by  additional  loan  some  portion  of  the  $46,000  that  His 
Honor  felt  called  upon  to  strike  from  our  general  appropriation  we 
might  be  called  upon  to  refund  some  portion  of  the  amount  already 
appropriated. 
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Your  committee  has  already  contracted  obligations  to  the  amount 
of  about  $2,000,  and  will  need  nearly  if  not  quite  another  $1,000  to 
complete  the  work;  but  in  view  of  the  above  facts  they  have  felt  it 
their  duty  to  stop  work  and  ask  the  instructions  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee whether  they  shall  go  on,  relying  on  the  generosity  of  the  City 
Council  and  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  provide  for  the  city  of  Boston 
(not  its  School  Committee  alone)  such  an  exhibit  as  will  be  credita- 
ble to  our  city  (that  at  the  Paris  Exposition  received  not  only  the 
gold  medal,  which  was  considered  a  sufficient  recognition,  but  also 
the  "  Grand  Prix,"  the  only  one  conferred  upon  any  public  educa- 
tional exhibit  in  this  country  and  possibly  in  the  world)  ;  or  whether 
they  shall  go  on,  hoping  that  by  economy  or  neglect  in  some  other 
branch  of  our  school  work  a  sufficient  sum  may  be  realized  to  carry 
out  the  work  proposed.

In  reply  we  beg  to  advise  that  for  several  years  this  Board  has 
endeavored  to  secure  proper  accommodations  for  the  children  in 
this  section.  An  appropriation  of  $30,000  was  asked  for  June  24, 
1890,  to  enlarge  the  Clinch  School-house.  Before  this  appropriation 
was  made,  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  great  need  of  Primary 
School  accommodations  east  of  Broadway,  beyond  Dorchester  street. 
With  the  hope  of  saving  the  city  expense,  by  providing  one  building 
instead  of  two,  it  was  finally  decided  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  to 
provide  the  building  east  of  Broadway.  When  this  was  completed, 
the  children  from  the  Hawes  School  could  be  removed  to  the  new 
building,  and  those  from  over  the  court-house  to  the  vacant  seats 
in  the  Hawes  School,  and  thus  both  sections  would  be  provided  for. 
Accordingly,  we  asked,  June  9,  1891,  for  a  transfer  of  the  $30,000 
appropriation  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Clinch  School-house  in 
South  Boston  to  the  purchase  of  land  and  erection  of  a  building  east 
of  Broadway  between  E  and  L  streets.  An  additional  appropriation 
of  $25,000  was  also  asked  for,  for  the  completion  of  the  building. 
This  last  request  is  contained  in  the  loan  order  passed  a  few  days 
since,  and  now  the  School  Board  have  at  last  the  means  to  purchase 
the  land.  But  until  the  transfer  is  made  of  the  original  $30,000,  it 
will  not  be  possible  to  erect  the  building.  The  Board  of  Aldermen 
have  made  the  transfer,  but  it  is  still  delayed  in  the  Common  Council, 
although  the  request  for  the  transfer  has  been  repeated  Nov.  10,  1891, 
and  May  10,  1892.  It  is  not  for  this  Board  to  give  any  reason  for 
the  delay  which  is  preventing  proper  facilities  being  furnished  for 
the  children,  and  which  is  interfering  with  the  needs  of  the  Fire 
Department.  We  quote  herewith  the  remarks  of  Alderman  Flood  in 
Board  of  Aldermen,  May  16,  1892 : 
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"  If  the  Common  Council  want  to  take  the  responsibility  of  keep- 
ing the  children  in  the  way  they  are  over  in  South  Boston  in  two 
school-rooms  over  the  Municipal  Court  —  the  only  place  they  have 
for  recess  being  down  in  the  cellar  on  the  floor  with  the  cells,  among 
the  criminals  —  if  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  want  to  go 
on  record  as  keeping  them  there,  in  one  of  the  dirtiest,  nastiest 
places  in  this  city,  they  can  favor  action  which  will  keep  that  money 
where  it  is  to-day." 

If  the  transfer  had  been  made  when  we  asked  for  it,  the  land 
could  have  been  bought  months  ago,  the  plans  made,  and  the  build- 
ing put  up  this  summer.  Until  this  transfer  in  made,  nothing  can 
be  done  about  the  building.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  after 
all  these  delays,  we  are  not  willing  to  give  up  our  present  rooms, 
undesirable  as  they  are,  with  the  risk  of  having  no  place  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September.  We  certainly  do  not  wish  to 
hinder  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  but  until  they 
are  willing  to  provide  us  some  accommodations,  either  the  present 
ladder-house  properly  fitted  up  or  some  other  place,  as  good  cer- 
tainly as  those  we  now  have,  we  think  in  the  interests  of  the  school 
we  ought  not  to  give  up  our  present  rooms.  If  there  should  be  no 
accommodations  for  these  children  ready  in  September  and  the  only 
place  for  them  the  streets,  this  Board  would  be  held  responsible  if  it 
permitted  plans  wliich  made  this  possible.

Your  committee  first  attempted 
to  obtain  the  land  adjoining  the  present  building,  but  found  some  of  the 
owners  unwilling  to  name  any  price  at  which  they  would  sell ;  others 
wanted  at  least  two  dollars  per  foot  for  land,  and  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  take  one  building  for  which  the  owners  wanted  $5,000  and 
good  judges  said  we  should  pay  .$4,000,  although  the  lot  contained 
only  1,069  square  feet.  As  the  old  building  would  be  of  no  use  to 
us  whatever,  it  would  make  this  part  of  the  land  cost  about  four  dol- 
lars per  square  foot.  This  committee  did  not  feel  that  they  ought  to 
incur  such  an  expense  if  it  could 'possibly  be  avoided.  Fortunately, 
we  have  been  able  to  obtain  another  lot,  directly  opposite  the  Lyman 
Grammar  School-house,  containing  20,000  square  feet,  and  being  open 
on  three  streets  gives  us  abundance  of  light,  the  price  being  one  dol- 
lar a  square  foot.  It  seems  proper  to  say  that  the  owner  has  no 
desire  to  sell  it,  that  others  have  been  ready  to  pay  this  price  for  the 
lot  for  some  time,  but  he  has  finally  consented  to  sell  it  for  school 
purposes.  There  will  be  several  advantages  gained  by  purchasing 
this  lot  instead  of  trying  to  enlarge  the  old.  (1.)  We  shall  pay  a 
very  much  less  price  per  foot  for  the  land.  (2.)  It  will  remove  the 
Primary  School  from  its  proximity  to  the  engine-house,  which  is  more 
or  less  dangerous.  (3.)  It  will  save  the  expense  and  inconven- 
ience of  providing  temporary  accommodations  during  the  process 
of  building.  (4.)  We  can  erect  a  building  large  enough  to  take 
in  the  children  now  in  the  Webb  School,  Porter  street.  While  this 
school  building  is  very  much  better  than  the  one  at  Austin  street, 
the  stairways  are  very  steep  and  dangerous,  the  halls  being  little 
more  than  landings,  and  complaints  have  often  been  made  with 
regard  to  it.

First.  —  The  illness  of  a  near  relative  sometimes  renders  a  teach- 
er's absence  from  school  imperatively  necessary.  To  require  her  to 
continue  her  work  in  such  a  case  would  be  quite  as  great  a  hardship, 
as  to  require  her  to  continue  work  when  physically  unable  to  do  so. 

Second.  —  Of  the  forms  of  illness  induced  by  teaching,  affections 
of  the  nervous  system  are  the  most  common.  The  cure  of  nervous 
diseases  requires  time,  and  as  much  freedom  from  mental  disquiet  as 
possible.  To  a  teacher  broken  down  by  years  of  faithful  labor  in  an 
arduous  profession,  the  certainty  of  being  in  six  months  reduced 
to  absolute  want,  unless  before  the  expiration  of  that  time  she 
should  recover  her  health,  would  render  recovery  out  of  the 
question. 

We  hope   that  in  view  of  these    considerations    your   honorable 

body  may  be  induced  to  somewhat  modify  the  order  introduced  by 

Mrs.  Fifield.

Is  it  any  wonder  they  have  nervous  prostration,  that  bane  of  a 
teacher's  life,  before  they  reach  the  restful  tenth  year  of  service? 

We  most  heartily  believe  that  no  one  should  be  allowed  leave  of 
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absence  except  for  sickness,  but  in  such  cases  the  salary  may  con- 
tinue for  one  year  at  least,  and  nc  resignation  be  required  under  two 

years.

pointment  Miss  Cunningham  served  for  several  years  as  a  temporary 

teacher  in  the  Eliot  District.     At  the  time  of  her  nomination  on  pro- 
bation, April  1,  1891,  we  presume  the  committee  in  charge  consid- 
ered her  claims  for  an  advance  in  salary,  but  she  was  nominated  on 
the  minimum  of  her  grade.     It  was  not  until  the  following  December 
that  the  Board  adopted  a  rule  providing  that  upon  the  appointment 
of  teachers  they  should  be  credited  with  the  full  years  of  service  as 
temporary  teachers  in  the  same  rank.    Several  propositions  were  sub- 
sequently presented  to  the  Board  and  referred  to  this  committee  to 
increase  the  salary  of  teachers  who  had  been  in  the  service  for  some 
time  as  permanent  teachers,  on  account  of  their  having    served  as 
temporary  teachers  before  their  appointment.     The   Committee   on 
Salaries  came  to  what  seems  to  us  will  be  recognized  as  a  satisfac- 
tory and  just  conclusion,  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  make  the  rule 
retroactive,  and  all  such  requests  were  refused  by  the  Board.     In 
this  instance,  your  committee  cannot  but  express  their  regret  in  feel- 
ing obliged  to  report  adversely  in  the  case  of  a  teacher  who  is  so 
highly  recommended  as  Miss  Cunningham  has  been  by  the  master 
and  supervisor.     There  is  an  apparent  hardship  in  the  statement  that 
she  has  served  five  years  in  a  school,  and  is  now  receiving  only  the 
second  year's  salary.     But  we  must   remember   that   most   of   this 
service  was  as  a  temporary  teacher,  and  in  our  large  corps  of  teach- 
ers there  are  very  many  whose  cases  are  similar.    The  only  high  an .". 
just  ground  "or  the  Board  to  take  is  to  give  equal  consideration  to 
all.     We  must  legislate  for  the  many.     There  must  always  be  excep- 
tional cases  requiring  exceptional  action ;  but  these  should  be  and  are 
looked  upon  as  precedents  to  guide  the  Board  in  similar  cases  when 
they  arise.     In  the  case  of  Miss  Cunningham,  we  cannot  find  any- 
thing that  is  peculiar  to  her  case.     It  is  the  case  of  a  large  number 
of  our  teachers,  many  of  whom  have  been  refused  their  requests  for 
advance  in  salary,  based  upon  such  facts  as  are  now  presented  to  us. 
This  committee  feel  that  the  rule  relating  to  this  vexed  question 
of  increase  in   salaries   of  teachers   should  be   implicitly  followed. 
Under  the  rules  it  is  provided,  and  generally,  for  several  years,  it  has 
been  the  custom,  to  determine  the  question  of  advance  in  salary  of  a 
teacher,    at   the   time   of   appointment.      This  is  the  safe  and  just 
course  to  pursue  toward  all  of  our  teachers.    Our  reasons,  therefore, 
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for  reporting  adversely  in  this  case  are,  that  the  question  of  advanced 
salary  should  have  been  determined  when  Miss  Cunningham  was  ap- 
pointed on  probation  a  year  ago,  that  she  was  appointed  before  the 
rule  providing  for  credit  for  temporary  service  was  adopted  by  the 
Board,  and,  as  in  several  cases  it  has  been  determined  that  this  rule 
should  not  be  retroactive,  this  request  should  not  be  granted  on  that 
ground.  With  regard  to  the  acceptable  and  successful  service  of 
Miss  Cunningham,  while  it  must  be  gratifying  to  her  and  pleasing 
to  us  to  learn  such  facts,  it  is  no  disparagement  of  her  ability  and 
success  to  state  that  this  is  equally  true  of  a  large  number  of  our 
teachers,  and  affords  no  reason  for  special  action  in  her  ease.  We 
believe  the  policy  adopted  by  this  Board  in  these  cases  a  wise  one, 
and  should  be  adhered  to.

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  section  237  of  the  rules,  which  states 
that  "the  pupils'  part  in  the  graduating  exercises  shall  not  occupy 
more  than  one  hour,  and  shall  consist  of  singing,  reading,  and  such 
other  exercises  of  a  simple  kind  as  grow  naturally  out  of  the  studies 
pursued  during  the  year.  With  the  exception  of  singing,  the  gradu- 
ating exercises  in  all  the  schools  shall  be  confined  to  the  graduating 
classes,  and  no  public  exhibition  of  proficiency  in  music,  drawing, 
physical  exercises,  military  drill,  or  other  special  study,  shall  be 
given  by  all  or  a  part  of   the  schools   without  the  consent  of  the 
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Board,  or  by  any  or  all  of  the  schools  of  a  district  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  committee  in  charge." 

I  attended  graduating  exercises  last  evening  which  occupied  three 
hours  and  a  quarter.  I  attended  other  exercises  during  this  day  at 
which  three-quarters  of  the  time  from  first  to  last  was  occupied  by 
addresses  from  advertised  speakers  outside  the  school  or  committee. 
It  is  a  fact  throughout  the  city  that  the  masters  of  the  schools  pre- 
pare and  run  their  graduating  exercises  about  as  they  please,  often 
without  consulting  the  committee,  and  this  rule  should  be  enforced 
so  that  the  exercises  will  be  more  satisfactorily  arranged.  The  time 
limit  should  be  observed,  and  the  committee  can  take  the  responsi- 
bility for  addresses,  etc.,  after  the  hour  has  expired. 

The  cause  of  this  legislation  was  exhibitions  such  as  we  are  now 
having,  and  for  a  few  years  the  new  rule  was  most  rigidly  enforced. 
I  call  especial  attention  of  Division  Committees  to  the  abuse,  though 
it  is  too  late  to  remedy  it  this  year.

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  feel  compelled  to  call  the 
earnest  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  pressing  want  for  school  ac- 
commodations in  South  Boston,  and  to  the  imperative  necessity  of 
immediate  action.  This  need  for  increased  accommodations  has  been 
prominent  for  some  time,  but  the  matter  is  now  being  pressed  into 
such  prominent  notice  that  it  should  no  longer  be  set  aside.  Two 
years  ago,  when  the  subject  was  before  this  Board,  it  was  thought 
that  an  enlargement  of  the  Clinch  School-house  would  provide,  for 
the  time,  the  needed  accommodations.  An  appropriation  of  $30,000 
for  this  purpose  was  asked  of  the  City  Council.  Before  the  appro- 
priation was  granted,  the  need  of  a  Primary  School  building  east  of 
Broadway  became  manifest,  and  it  was  also  found  that  this  one 
building  would  so  provide  for  new  scholars  and  relieve  the  other 
crowded  buildings,  as  not  to  require  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposi- 
tion to  enlarge  the  Clinch  School-house.  In  June,  1891,  the  City 
Council  was  asked  to  transfer  the  $30,000  which  had  been  appropri- 
ated for  the  enlargement  of  the  Clinch  School-house  to  the  purchase 
of  land  and  erection  of  a  building  east  of  Broadway,  between  E  and 
I  streets.  An  additional  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  asked  of  the 
City  Council  to  complete  the  building.  On  May  26,  a  communica- 
tion was  received  from  the  Fire  Commissioners  in  response  to  an 
order  of  this  Board,  relative  to  the  change  of  location  of  the  engine- 
house  on  Meeting-House  Hill,  Dorchester,  on  account  of  its  prox- 
imity to  several  school  buildings  and  the  danger  to  the  pupils 
attending  said  schools,  from  which  we  quote  the  following : 
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"  The  Commissioners  are  glad,  however,  that  the  subject  lias  come 
up,  us  the}'  arc  enabled  to  suggest,  upon  the  strength  of  their  own 
observations,  where  a  change  can  be  immediately  and  beneficially 
made.  The  children  of  the  Primary  School,  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Dorchester  streets,  are  in  constant  and  imminent  peril,  both 
physically  and  morally.  They  are  in  danger  of  being  run  over  by 
the  apparatus,  while  their  daily  contact  with  criminals  and  familiar- 
ity with  the  evil  side  of  life  are  appalling.  The  dissociation  of  two 
departments  having  no  natural  relations  with  one  another  should 
begin  at  that  point,  and  at  once.  Of  course  it  would  be  much  easier 
and  more  economical  to  move  the  children  than  to  change  the  loca- 
tion of  the  apparatus  and  the  Municipal  Court." 

This  led  the  committee  to  urge  the  matter,  and  the  $25,000  asked 
for  was  appropriated  by  the  City  Council,  and  land  for  the  new 
school-house  was  purchased.  The  building  cannot  be  erected  until 
the  City  Council  transfers  the  $30,000,  as  they  have  been  requested 
to  do  several  times.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  have  made  the  trans- 
fer, and  the  matter  is  now  before  the  Common  Council. 

This  is  not  a  proposition  to  ask  foV  additional  money,  but  to  be 
allowed  to  use  money  which  bast  been  appropriated  for  nearly  two 
years  for  school  purposes,  in  a  manner  which  in  the  judgment  of 
the  School  Boards  of  last  year  and  this  is  most  imperative.  The 
lot  has  been  purchased.  The  building  proposed  will  do  all  that  the 
enlargement  of  the  Clinch  building  would  have  done,  and  in  addition 
relieve  the  other  crowded  schools,  and  ensure  the  removal  of  the 
pupils  now  attending  the  school  in  the  Court-house  on  Fourth 
street  —  which  building  is  dangerous  to  the  pupils,  physically  and 
morally  —  to  a  school-house  which  will  be  free  from  all  danger. 
The  new  building  proposed,  which  will  be  the  only  Primary  school- 
house  east  of  Broadway  from  E  street  to  City  Point,  will  provide 
accommodations  for  the  Primary  pupils  of  this  large  territory.  By 
carrying  out  this  proposition,  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  enlarge  the 
Clinch  School-house,  and  thus  $30,000  will  be  saved  to  the  City 
Treasury. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  earnestly  requested  to 
transfer  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  from  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  enlargement  of  the  Clinch  School-house  in  South 
Boston,  to  the  appropriation  for  a  new  Primary  School-house  on 
East  Third  street,  west  of  I  street,  on  land  recently  purchased  for 
the  purpose.

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districts  are  full  to  overflowing,  and  it  is  imperative  to  have  this 
building  provided  at  once.  Unless  this  is  done  at  an  early  day,  the 
city  will  have  to  resort  to  large  expense  to  lease  outside  buildings  to 
provide  for  the  children  and  keep  them  from  the  street.  The  land 
for  this  building  was  bought  in  the  spring  of  1891. 

(2.)  A  new  Primary  School,  Canterbury  and  Shannon  streets,  Ros- 
lindale,  6  rooms,  $40,000.  This  section  is  growing  more  rapidly  than 
almost  any  other  portion  of  the  city.  We  have  resorted  to  various 
expedients  to  care  for  the  children  here,  and  this  fall  have  been 
compelled  to  lease  two  rooms  at  a  rental,  including  the  cost  of  fitting 
up,  of  $1,800  a  year,  and  these  will  make  provision  only  for  a  few 
months.  By  the  time  a  new  school  building  can  be  completed,  we 
shall  have  children  enough  to  fill  it.  The  land  for  this  building  was 
also  bought  in  the  spring  of  1891. 

(3.)  A  new  8-room  Primary  building,  $55,000,  Moulton  street, 
Charlestown.  This  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  old  building, 
which  is  one  of  the  very  worst  in  the  city,  and  entirely  too  small  for 
the  needs  of  this  section. 

(40  A  new  6-room  Primary  building,  Eustis  street,  Roxbury, 
$40,000,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  building  on  Eustis  street, 
which,  like  so  many  other  school  buildings,  is  so  old  and  poorly  ven- 
tilated that  it  ought  to  be  abandoned. 

We  appreciate  fully  the  hearty  support  we  have  received  from  the 
City  Council  in  their  efforts  to  provide  properly  for  the  children  in  the 
various  sections  of  the  city.  That  new  buildings  are  greatly  needed 
is  made  evident  from  the  fact  that  as  soon  as  one  is  completed  it 
is  almost  immediately  filled  with  waiting  pupils.  We  respectfully 
recommend  these  needs  to  the  consideration  of  the  City  Council.

there  are  many  pressing  necessities  to  be  provided  for 
at  the  present  time,  and  probably  for  a  year  or  two  to 
come.  One  of  the  matters  which  ought  to  receive  the 
first  consideration  of  the  Board  is  that  of  school  ac- 
commodations. Much  has  been  done  during  the  past 
two  years  in  providing  new  buildings,  etc.,  but  much 
remains  to  be  done  in  this  direction.  We  do  not  wish 
to  be  understood  as  expressing  an  adverse  opinion  on 
the  petition  referred.  If  there  were  not  matters  of  such 
pressing  importance  which  must  first  claim  our  attention, 
we  think  that  some  proposition  might  be  presented  which 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  petitioners,  and  be  of  bene- 
fit to  the  schools.  We  believe,  however,  with  the 
demands  made  upon  us,  and  with  our  limited  -appro- 
priations, the  present  is  not  the  time  to  consider  such 
propositions.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommend 
that  the  petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw.

The    only  vital  changes  suggested    in  the  order  previously  offered 
were    to  grant  leave  of   absence   only  on   account  of  the  personal 
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illness  of  a  teacher  or  of  a  death  in  the  immediate  family  of  a 
teacher ;  and  to  restrict  leave  of  absence  to  teachers,  to  six  months, 
with  pay.  The  committee  have  given  attention  to  the  communica- 
tions of  teachers,  referred  to  them  by  the  Board,  and  to  private 
letters  to  members  of  the  committee.  The  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  there  should  be  some  provision  in  the  rules  to  guide 
masters  and  teachers  in  cases  of  critical  illness  of  members  of 
their  immediate  families.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  is  just  and  humane 
that  teachers  should  be  granted  permission  to  be  with  those  near  and 
dear  to  them  in  cases  of  critical  illness.  We  know  this  privilege 
will  be  zealously  and  carefully  guarded,  and  conscientiously  appre- 
ciated. Tor  several  years  there  was  an  unwritten  law,  a  general 
custom,  to  limit  the  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  to  one  year.  In 
December,  1891,  the  rules  were  amended  restricting  the  term  of 
absence  to  one  year.  This,  we  believe,  was  a  just  provision,  and  we 
see  no  reason  why  it  should  be  changed.  The  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  teacher  should  receive  her  salary  for  the  full  term 
of  absence  —  one  year.  The  result  of  their  deliberations  is  the 
practical  retention  of  the  rules  as  they  are  at  present;  the 
changes  are  —  reducing  the  time  for  which  the  committee  in  charge 
may  grant  leave  of  absence  from  one  month  to  two  weeks ;  to  grant 
leave  of  absence  to  teachers  on  account  of  personal  illness,  or  of  a 
critical  illness  or  a  death  in  the  immediate  family  of  a  teacher;  to 
require  the  principals  to  return  the  dates  of  beginning  and  ending 
of  service  of  substitutes.  We  appreciate  our  teachers  and  their 
labors.  No  city  in  the  country  is  so  liberal  as  Boston  in  regard  to 
provisions  for  leave  of  absence  to  its  teachers.  We  are  glad  this  is 
so,  and  we  trust  that  the  liberality  shown  will  never  be  misjudged  or 
abused.'The  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order. ! 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  be  amended  by  substituting  the  following 
for  section  95  : 

Section  95.  No  teacher  shall  be  granted  leave  of  absence  ex- 
cept on  account  of  personal  illness,  or  on  account  of  a  critical  iilness 
or  a  death  in  the  immediate  family  of  a  teacher;  provided,  that 
after  every  ninth  year  of  service  in  the  public  schools  of  this  eit}-, 
teachers  may  apply  for  leave  of  absence  for  one  year  on  half  pay. 
These  applications  shall  be  made  to  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
subject,  school,  or  district  taught  by  such  teachers,  and  said  commit- 
tees, if  they  approve  the  request,  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board. 
The  Board  may  grant  or  refuse  to  grant  said  request.  Whenever  a 
teacher  is  absent,  a  substitute,  holding  a  certificate  of  the  proper 
grade,  shall  be  employed  in  place  of  the  absentee.  The  committee  in 
charge  may  grant  leave  of  absence  to,  and  appoint  a  substitute  for, 
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a  special  instructor  or  a  principal  for  not  more  than  one  week  at  a 
time,  or  to  any  subordinate  teacher  for  not  more  than  two  weeks  at 
a  time.  Requests  for  leave  of  absence  to  teachers  for  longer  than 
said  week  or  two  weeks,  and  the  substitutes  who  fill  such  places, 
must  be  reported  to  and  approved  by  the  Board ;  provided,  that  no 
teacher  shall  be  granted  continuous  leave  of  absence  for  a  term 
longer  than  one  year.  If  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  a  teacher  is 
unable  to  return  to  duty,  such  teacher  shall  be  honorably  discharged 
from  the  service.  Principals  shall  immediately  notify  the  committee 
in  charge  of  the  absence  of  a  teacher,  and  employ  a  substitute 
for  such  teacher  for  not  longer  than  three  days  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  committee  in  charge.  Principals  shall  make  monthly 
returns  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  of  all  substitutes  employed  in 
their  schools,  in  a  blank  furnished  for  the  purpose.  Whenever  a 
substitute  is  employed  for  longer  than  three  days,  the  principal  shall 
at  once  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  in  blanks  furnished  for 
the  purpose,  notice  of  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  service  of  such 
substitutes,  and  a  similar  notice  of  the  date  of  ending  such  service.

189.]  If  there  had  been  no  annexations  of  adjoining  cities  and  towns  to 

this  city,  Boston  would  probably  have  continued  to  maintain  —  like 
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other  large  cities  —  a  central  High  School  for  hoys  and  another  fo" 
girls.  The  suburban  High  Schools  —  with  the  exception  of  that  in 
East  Boston  —  were  added  to  our  school  system  by  annexation.  The 
question  of  abolishing  the  suburban  High  Schools  at  one  time  received 
the  special  attention  of  the  School  Board.  The  subject  of  High 
School  instruction  was  carefully  considered,  and  the  School  Board 
voted  to  continue  the  local  High  Schools.  One  of  the  strongest 
reasons  for  this  action  was  that  the  suburban  High  Schools  could  not 
be  abolished  without  violating  implied  pledges  to  the  cities  and  towns 
in  which  they  were  located,  made  previous  to  annexation. 

In  1875  petitions  for  a  High  School  in  East  Boston  were  pre- 
sented to  the  School  Board.  These  petitions  were  signed  by  citizens 
and  taxpayers,  parents  and  pupils,  and  by  officers  and  members  of 
the  East  Boston  Citizens'  Trade  Association.  A  special  committee 
was  appointed  to  consider  the  subject,  and  in  June,  1875,  submitted 
a  report  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  the  school.  The  report 
stated  that  it  was  the  unanimous  desire  of  the  people  of  East  Boston 
to  have  a  High  School  there ;  that  the  location  of  East  Boston  was 
peculiar,  and  alluded  to  the  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  central  schools ;  that  the  distance 
to  be  travelled  was  great — in  some  cases  three  and  a  half  miles 
each  way.  The  report  of  the  special  committee  was  accepted,  and 
the  Board  voted  to  establish  the  school ;  but  the  City  Council  failed 
to  grant  the  necessary  appropriation,  and  the  school  was  not  opened 
at  that  time.  In  1877  the  subject  was  again  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board.  New  petitions  were  presented,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  High  Schools.  This  committee  reported  in 
favor  of  establishing  a  branch  High  School  in  East  Boston,  to  be 
placed  under  the  joint  charge  of  the  head-masters  of  the  English 
and  the  Girls'  High  Schools.  In  April,  1877,  the  Board  voted  to 
establish  a  branch  High  School,  and  asked  the  City  Council  to  provide 
suitable  accommodations  for  the  school.  The  City  Council  did  not 
provide  the  accommodations,  and  in  February,  1878,  the  request  was 
repeated  by  the  School  Board,  and  accommodations  were  provided, 
and  the  branch  High  School  opened  in  East  Boston.  A  year  or  so 
after,  the  school  was  made  an  independent  school. 

When,  in  1875,  the  subject  of  establishing  a  High  School  in  East 
Boston  was  under  discussion,  on  motion  of  a  member  of  the  School 
Board  from  South  Boston,  a  special  committee  of  five  was  appointed 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  High  School  for  girls  in 
South  Boston.  This  committee  evidently  did  not  think  it  desirable 
to  take  action  so  long  as  the  City  Council  failed  to  appropriate  any 
money  for  the  East  Boston  High  School,  and  did  not  submit  a  report, 
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and  the  matter  was  dropped.  In  September,  1878,  after  the  East 
Boston  branch  High  School  had  been  established,  on  motion  of  a 
member  of  the  School  Board  from  South  Boston,  an  order  was 
passed  "  that  the  Committee  on  High  Schools  consider  the  expedi- 
ency of  establishing  a  branch  High  School  in  South  Boston."  The 
order  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  High  Schools 
a'most  a  year,  and  that  committee,  in  June,  1879,  reported  that  it 
was  inexpedient  to  establish  such  a  school.  So  far  as  we  can  ascertain, 
there  never  has  been  a  petition  from  the  people  of  South  Boston  for 
a  High  School,  both  propositions  above  referred  to  for  such  a  school 
being  the  individual  action  of  members  of  the  School  Board.  The 
people  of  South  Boston  were  evidently  satisfied  with  the  action  of 
the  Board  in  1875  and  1878,  and  apparently  have  been  satisfied  ever 
since  with  the  High  School  accommodations  and  instruction  provided 
at  the  central  schools. 

We  do  not  think  there  is  a  demand  for  a  High  School  in  South 
Boston  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  that  section.  There  seems  to 
be  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  a  demand.  The  distances  from  the 
central  schools  to  the  extreme  parts  of  South  Boston  and  of  the 
North  End  are  about  the  same.  The  establishment  of  a  High  School 
in  South  Boston  would  withdraw  a  large  number  of  pupils  from  the 
central  schools  and  very  seriously  interfere  with  the  administration 
and  work  of  these  schools.  The  central  High  Schools  in  arrange- 
ment of  rooms,  provision  of  chemical  and  physical  laboratories  and 
apparatus,  etc.,  are,  we  believe,  not  surpassed  by  any  High  School  in 
the  country.     The  accommodations  at  present  are  sufficient. 

The  establishment  of  a  High  School  in  South  Boston  would  re- 
quire a  large  expenditure  of  money.  Without  considering  the  cost 
of  a  suitable  site, — of  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  estimate 
without  careful  investigation,  —  it  would  require  an  expenditure  of 
at  least  $100,000  for  a  suitable  building  for  such  a  school. 

What  the  future  demand  in  this  city  for  High  School  instruction 
may  be,  and  whether  it  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  establish 
a  High  School  in  South  Boston  in  the  future,  time  must  show.  Of 
the  present  we  may  speak,  confidently,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
need  of  such  a  school  now.  No  thought  of  such  a  High  School  should 
be  entertained  while  additional  and  suitable  Grammar  and  Primary 
School  accommodations  are  needed  in  that  section  of  the  city.  Un- 
questionably the  most  pressing  want  in  South  Boston  to-day  is  that 
for  additional  Primary  School  accommodations,  particularly  in  the 
Bigelow,  Thomas  N.  Hart,  and  Lincoln  Districts.  This  want  has 
been  increasing  for  several  years  past,  and  at  the  present  time  is  so 
urgent  that  it  demands  immediate  attention.     Your  committee  are  of 
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the  unanimous  opinion  that   it   is  inexpedient  to   establish   a   High 
School  in  South  Boston  at  the  present  time. 

Accepted,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
adopted,  and  the  report  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  City 
Council.

Superintend- 
ent's Report. 

[See  page  185.]  The  Special  Committee  on  the  Superintendent's  Report  reported 

that  they  have  given  the  same  consideration,  and  present  the  follow- 
ing as  the  result.  The  report  is  or  should  he  familiar  to  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  as  it  is  the  expression  of  the  ideas  of  the  head  of 
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the  Department  upon  what  he  thinks  and  suggests  to  us  as  improve- 
ments in  the  important  interest  eonhded  to  our  charge,  and  as  we  all 
must  be  interested  in  what  will  better  it,  the  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations of  so  competent  an  educational  expert  should  receive,  at 
our  hands,  earnest,  conscientious  attention  and  careful  study.  Your 
committee  respectfully  represent  that,  in  their  opinion,  this  impor- 
tant document  should  not  be  received  and  placed  on  file  merely. 
Such  a  disposition  of  it  can  have  but  one  effect:  a  paralysis  of  the 
best  effort  of  its  author;  to  give  one's  thought,  one's  energy,  one's 
life  to  the  highest  development  of  an  idea  or  system,  and  then  to 
have  that  development  receive  such  negligent  attention,  will  soon 
destroy  any  enthusiasm  and  zeal  in  the  original  possession  of  the 
writer.  This  result  would  be  injurious  to  the  Department.  The 
committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  report  be  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee,  yearly,  to  the  end  that  the  schools  of 
this  city  may  lose  not  "one  jot  or  tittle"  that  maybe  of  service 
towards  making  them,  what  we  all  desire  them  to  be,  models  for 
imitation.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  order  appended,  marked  A. 

The  committee  find  that  in  the  matter  of  promotions  from  grade  to 
grade,  that  practice  is  widely  various  as  stated  in  the  report;  they 
feel  that  they  are  not  far  from  exactness  in  reporting  that  there  are 
almost  as  many  methods  of  determining  promotions  as  there  are 
schools.  To  allow  this  system,  or  lack  of  system,  to  continue,  the 
committee  believe  would  be  wrong.  There  must  be  one  best  plan, 
and  that  should  be  determined  and  should  be  used  in  all  the  schools. 
While  it  is  very  true  that  no  hard  and  fast  rule  can  be  applied  to 
advantage,  considering  the  different  kinds  of  material  we  have  to  do 
with,  the  committee  are  yet  of  the  opinion  that  promotions  should 
not  be  governed  by  whim,  "  lack  of  floor-space,"  or  by  anything 
except  the  capability  of  the  pupil.  As  a  step  towards  improvement 
in  this  important  matter,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  order, 
marked  B,  appended. 

The  Superintendent's  recommendation  that  the  size  of  the  classes 
in  the  third  grade  Primary  should  be  reduced,  the  committee  ap- 
prove, and  believe  that  the  reform  should  be  begun  at  once.  This 
grade  is  the  one  in  which  occurs  the  greatest  number  of  non-pro- 
moted pupils.  Advanced  as  they  have  been  for  two  years  almost 
unanimously,  they  here  meet  their  first  test  of  qualification,  the 
Supervisor's  examination.  The  result  is  that  many  fail  to  pass  and 
are  not  promoted.  The  effect  of  this  is  detrimental  to  the  schools 
and  also  to  the  ambition  of  the  pupils.  At  an  age  very  susceptible 
to  discouragement,  the  child  failing  of  promotion  thinks  himself  a 
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dullard,  and  is  made  either  distrustful  of  his  ability  or  dulled  in 
sensibility,  in  either  event  exercising  upon  his  nature  a  bad  influence. 
The  committee  think  that  at  almost  any  cost  this  state  of  things 
should  be  changed,  and  they  recommend  the  passage  of  the  order, 
marked  C,  hereto  annexed. 

The  suggestion  that  algebraical  signs  should  be  used  only  in  a 
proper  manner  should  be  approved  by  the  Board,  and  the  committee 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  order,  marked  D,  annexed. 

The  committee  desire  to  state  further,  that  while  the  report  of  the 
Supervisors  was  not  referred  to  them  for  consideration,  that  in  the 
course  of  their  work  it  has  necessarily  been  examined,  and  in  their 
opinion  a  change  in  the  method  of  its  preparation  is  desirable  and 
necessary  that  the   best  results  may  be  secured.      The   committee 
would  suggest  that  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  should  be  a 
general  view   of  the  whole,  while  the  report  from  the   Supervisors 
should  be  one  of  detail.     Each   Supervisor  has   in   charge   certain 
subjects   of     study,   and   a   particular   district,    and   the   committee 
believe   that  there  should  be  required  from  each  one  a  report  in 
regard   to   the   particular   matters    under  his  immediate   direction ; 
these  reports  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  and  used  by  him 
in  the  preparation  of  his   annual  report,  which,  together  with  the 
others,  should  be  transmitted   to  this  body  for  its  action  thereupon. 
We  believe  that  this  plan  would  stimulate  each  Supervisor  to  close 
study  of  the  matters  under  his  immediate  supervision,  and  that  the 
result   must  surely  be  of  highest  value  to  the  Department.     Such  a 
report  from  the  skilled  experts  we  have  on  our  Board  of  Supervisors, 
fitted   as   they   are   by  education   and  experience    to   criticise  bad 
methods  and  suggest  those  better,  would,  when  collated  and  sifted 
by  our  honored  Superintendent,  form   such  a  report  as  would  be  of 
great  benefit  to  this  Department.     The  committee  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  order  annexed,  marked  E.

proper  uniform  standards  for  promotion  from  grade  to  grade  — such 
papers  to  be  used  for  testing  pupils'  fitness  for  promotion  in  place  of 
the  papers  heretofore  usually  prepared  by  the  teachers. 

C.  Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  so  amended  as 
to  provide  that  in  the  third  class  of  the  Primary  Schools  the  number 
of  pupils  for  one  teacher  shall  be  forty-eight  instead  of  fifty-six,  as 
at  present. 

D.  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  issue  directions  as 
to  the  correct  use  of  arithmetic  signs. 

E.  Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  Section  174,  be  so

The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  to  whom  was  referred — ■ 
Oct.  11  —  an  order  proposing  changes  in  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
Dillaway  District,  report  that  some  time  ago  a  part  of  the  Lowell 
District  was  added  to  the  Dudley  and  Dillaway  Districts.  Since  that 
time  there  have  been  several  requests  for  permits  to  attend  the  Lowell 
School  on  account  of  the  considerable  greater  distance  to  the  Dilla- 
way and  Dudley  Schools.  There  is  evidently  a  strong  feeling  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  especially  those  who  live  nearest  the  Lowell 
School  in  the  vicinity  of  the  bridge  over  the  Providence  Kailroad  on 
Centre  street.  This  committee,  after  consideration,  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  wise  to  restore  the  territory  thus 
taken  to  the  Lowell  District.  The  order  referred  proposes  to  take  a 
portion  of  the  district  of  the  Lewis  School,  which  is  a  mixed  school, 
and  add  the  territory  to  the  districts  of  the  Dillaway  and  Dudley 
Schools,  which  are  a  girls'  and  boys'  school  respectively ;  and  to 
which  schools  the  same  territory  is  assigned.  The  Dudley  and  Dill- 
away Districts  are  so  located  that  they  cannot  grow  without  taking 
the  territory  from  neighboring  districts.  There  are  at  present 
empty  rooms  in  the  Dudley  and  Dillaway  School-houses,  and  in  the 
Dudley  School  the  number  of  pupils  does  not  warrant  the  present 
number  of  teachers.  The  committee  had  this  in  mind  when  transfer- 
ring a  part  of  the  Lowell  District  to  the  Dillaway  and  Dudley  Dis- 
trict?, but  much  of  the  territory  appears  to  be  too  remote  from  these 
schools.     While  the  committee  believe  that  it  would  not  be  advisable 
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at  present  to  take  the  whole  territory  proposed  in  the  order  from 
the  Lewis  District,  they  think  a  part  of  the  territory  should  he  so 
transferred.  The  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
order :

"J  and  faithful  observance  of  the  regulations.     We  are  convinced  that 

the  teachers  are  not  as  familiar  with  the  regulations  as  they  ought 

to  be.     We  believe,  however,  that  this  condition  of  things   is  not 
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wholly  the  fault  of  the  teachers.  Formerly  an  edition  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  was  issued  each  year  with  amendments  and  changes 
to  the  time  of  issue,  and  thus  teachers  were  given  the  means  of 
knowing  what  the  regulations  were.  For  the  past  twelve  or  thir- 
teen years  there  have  heen  but  four  editions  of  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations issued.  The  last  edition  was  printed  in  1888,  and  the  amend- 
ments and  alterations  during  the  four  years  have  been  many,  and 
the  regulations  have  been  materially  changed.  It  has  not  been  cus- 
tomary to  send  each  amendment  to  all  the  teachers,  —  the  Board 
relying  on  their  being  informed  of  changes  by  the  principals,  —  and 
therefore  we  think  there  have  been  reasonable  grounds  for  teachers 
to  state  that  they  "had  no  knowledge  of  a  certain  regulation." 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposition  presented 
with  regard  to  requiring  an  examination  of  the  teachers  in  the  regu- 
lations is  impracticable  and  unnecessary,  and  the  purpose  of  the  pro- 
posed order  may  be  more  easily  and  effectively  secured  in  another 
way.  The  examination  seems  to  us  impracticable,  because  the 
teachers  would  have  to  be  examined  every  year  or  two,  as  the  regu- 
lations are  continually  being  changed  and  amended.  The  examina- 
tion seems  to  us  unnecessary,  because  if  the  teachers  were  supplied 
annually  with  an  edition  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  corrected  to 
the  time  of  issue,  and  some  provision  made  that  in  every  school 
building  there  should  be  kept  an  interleaved  copy  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  which  should  be  annotated  as  amendments  are  passed, 
and  open  to  the  teachers  of  the  building ;  and  if  it  should  be  made 
the  duty  of  the  principals  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  teachers 
of  their  schools  and  districts  to  the  changes  in  the  regulations  which 
are  printed  in  the  official  proceedings  of  the  Board  sent  to  them,  —  the 
teachers  would  become  familiar  with  the  regulations,  and  an  exami- 
nation would  be  needless. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows : 

Insert  the  following  as  Section  139,  and  change  the  numbers  of 
the  present  Sections  139  and  140  to  140  and  141,  respectively: 

Section  139.  He  shall  annually  prepare  an  edition  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations,  revised  and  corrected  to  the  time  of  issue,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schools  in  the  month  of  September  of  each  year. 

Section  194.  Prefix  the  following  words  to  the  section:  "Prin- 
cipals shall  see  that  every  teacher  appointed  to  serve  in  their  schools 
or  districts  is  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations." 
Add  the  following  words  to  the  section  :  "Principals  shall  immedi- 
ately inform  the  teachers  under  their  charge  of  any  amendments  to 
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the  Eules  and  Regulations  which  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  teachers, 
and  shall  see  that  such  amendments  are  properly  noted  in  the  special 
copies  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  placed  in  the  different  school 
buildings  under  their  charge." 

Prefix  the  following  words  to  the  section  : 

Section  211.  "  In  every  school  building  there  shall  be  placed  an 
interleaved  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  which  shall  always  be 
open  to  the  teachers  of  such  building.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some 
teacher  —  designated  by  the  principal  in  charge  —  to  carefully  note 
in  said  copy  all  amendments  passed  by  the  School  Committee." 

Accepted,  and  the  order  passed  to  a  second  reading. 
Mrs.  Fifield,  for  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  referred  — 
Nov.  8  —  an  order  that  this  committee  be  requested  to  consider  and 
report  upon  the  expediency  of  amending  the  rules  so  as  to  provide  a 
greater  uniformity  in  allowing  credit  for  previous  service  to  teachers 
appointed  in  our  public  schools,  and  to  provide  if  possible  some  plan 
of  determining  the  credit  to  be  allowed,  report  that  this  is  one  of  the 
matters  which  have  been  constantly  before  the  Board  since  the  adop- 
tion of  the  present  graded  schedule  of  salaries.  Amendment  after 
amendment  has  been  passed,  to  be  soon  found  not  to  remove  the 
apparent  inconsistency  and  injustice  in  determining  the  salary  of  a 
teacher.  We  are  in  doubt  if  it  be  possible  to  propose  any  legisla- 
tion which  will  fit  every  case,  and  be  absolutely  acceptable  to  every 
one,  but  we  have  endeavored  to  provide  a  rule  which  will  secure  in 
our  judgment  equal  consideration  in  all  cases.  Probably  the  greatest 
source  of  complaint,  and  certainly  of  annoyance  especially  to  the 
Committees  on  Nominations  and  Salaries,  is  the  practice  of  promises 
and  intimations  of  advanced  salary  to  those  who  are  sought  as 
teachers  for  our  schools.  The  amendment  of  Section  93,  passed  a 
year  ago,  has  reduced  this  deleterious  practice,  but  has  not  removed 
the  cause  for  apparent  injustice.  For  the  purpose  of  presenting  the 
matter  clearly,  we  state  one  of  many  cases  which  have  come  to  our 
attention.  A  master  whose  school  needed  a  strong  teacher  spent 
some  considerable  time  in  seeking  an  experienced,  successful  teacher. 
Finding  one  who  was  willing  to  accept  the  position,  but  could  not  do 
so  unless  assured  a  salary  at  least  equal  to  that  she  was  receiving, 
the  master  presented  the  case  to  his  committee,  who  were  willing  to 
ask  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  place  her  on  the  third  year  of 
the  grade,  while  the  teacher  could  not  accept  less  than  the  fifth  year. 
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The  master  informed  the  lady  that  he  must  seek  elsewhere.  In  a 
short  time  the  same  person  was  elected  in  another  district  on  the 
fifth  or  sixth  year  of  her  grade.  This  case  shows  that  different  com- 
mittees have  different  standards,  and  it  is  clear  that  there  is  no  uni- 
formity in  determining  the  matter. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  until  there  is  one  formal 
and  clearly  defined  rule  which  must  determine  this  matter  of  credit, 
the  present  difficulties  must  continue.  They  therefore  believe  that 
there  should  be  a  rule  which  shall  apply  to  all  cases,  remove  any 
need  for  promises  or  intimations  of  advanced  salary,  and  show 
clearly  to  every  applicant  just  what  credit  he  will  be  entitled  to.  The 
plan  which  we  propose  is  that  every  teacher  hereafter  nominated  on 
probation  shall  receive  one  year's  credit  for  two  years'  previous  ser- 
vice; two  years'  credit  for  four  years'  previous  service;  three  years' 
credit  for  six  years'  previous  service ;  four  years'  credit  for  seven 
years'  previous  service ;  and  five  years'  credit  for  eight  years'  previ- 
ous service  or  longer.  This  rule  is  not  to  be  retroactive,  but  to 
operate  only  in  the  cases  of  teachers  elected  after  its  adoption.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  committee  that  the  rule  should  apply  to  all 
teachers  hereafter  elected  —  whether  in  case  of  a  new  teacher,  or  of 
one  who  has  retired  from  the  service  and  afterwards  reenters  it,  or 
in  case  of  a  teacher  promoted  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  rank,  with 
the  single  understanding  that  the  salary  of  no  teacher  transferred  to 
a  higher  rank  or  grade  of  schools  shall  be  reduced. 

The  committee  feel  that  in  determining  the  salary  of  those  ap- 
pointed on  probation,  who  have  previously  served  as  temporary 
teachers  and  substitutes,  a  change  in  the  present  rule  is  desirable. 
At  present,  a  temporary  teacher  appointed  on  probation  has  credit 
for  the  full  years  of  previous  service,  while  no  credit  is  allowed  to 
one  who  has  previously  served  as  a  substitute.  This  is  in  our  minds 
unjust.  A  substitute  may  serve  for  a  year  or  longer  in  one  school 
having  full  charge  of  the  class  and  the  same  responsibility  as  a  tem- 
porary teacher,  and  receive  no  consideration  for  such  service.  To 
obviate  this  wrong  distinction,  the  committee  recommend  that 
teachers  appointed  on  probation,  who  have  served  previously  as 
temporary  teachers  or  substitutes,  receive  one  year's  credit  for  every 
full  year  of  continuous  service  in  the  same  or  higher  ranks ;  and 
where  the  temporary  or  substitute  service  has  not  been  continuous 
they  receive  one  year's  credit  for  every  three  years  of  such  service. 

The  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  be  amended  as  follows  :

The  Committee  on  Nominations  in  presenting  the 
nomination  of  teachers  on  probation  shall  determine  the  year  of 
service  in  accordance  with  the  following :  A  teacher  nominated  on 
probation  (whether  in  case  of  a  new  teacher,  or  of  one  who  has  re- 
tired from  the  service  and  afterwards  reenters  it,  or  of  one  who  is 
promoted  in  rank)  shall  receive  one  year's  credit  for  more  than  two 
and  less  than  four  years'  previous  service ;  two  years'  credit  for 
more  than  four  and  less  than  six  years'  previous  service ;  three 
years'  credit  for  more  than  six  and  less  than  seven  years'  previous 
service ;  four  years'  credit  for  more  than  seven  and  less  than  eight 
years'  previous  service ;  five  years'  credit  for  more  than  eight  years' 
previous  service ;  provided,  that  a  teacher  nominated  on  probation, 
who  has  previously  served  as  temporary  teacher  or  substitute,  shall 
receive  one  year's  credit  for  every  full  year  of  continuous  service, 
and  where  such  service  has  not  been  continuous  he  shall  receive  one 
year's  credit  for  every  three  years  of  such  service.  The  salary  of 
no  teacher  transferred  to  a  higher  rank  or  grade  of  schools  shall  be 
reduced.

In  order  that  the  committee 
might  obtain  all  possible  information,  a  public  hearing  was  held, 
which  was  largely  attended  by  gentlemen  from  all  sections  of  the 
ward.  The  arguments  in  favor  of  the  present  lot  are  its  central 
location,  being  almost  the  geographical  centre  between  Allston  and

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Brighton,  its  large  area,  containing  05,381  square  feet,  so  that  a 
building  could  be  located  far  from  the  street  and  away  from  all 
noise  of  electric  cars.  Tlie  objections  to  it  are  that  it  is  quite  low, 
the  ground  falling  off  from  the  street,  requiring  thereby  considera- 
ble expense  for  grading,  and  that  it  is  shut  in  and  hidden  in  part  by 
a  high  hill  and  large  buildings,  and  a  ledge  in  front.  The  only 
other  lot  which  has  been  considered  favorably  by  the  commitee  is  a 
portion  of  the  Nevins  estate,  near  the  junction  of  Cambridge  and 
Warren  streets.  The  arguments  in  favor  of  this  are  that  it  is  rea- 
sonably central,  being  but  about  1,500  feet  from  the  former  lot;  it 
is  higher  than  the  other,  and  would  require  a  much  less  sum  to  grade; 
and  it  is  in  a  prominent  position,  where  it  would  be  attractive  in 
every  way,  and  could  never  be  shut  in  by  other  buildings.  The 
only  objection  to  it  is  that  a  building  would  necessarily  be  nearer 
the  electric  cars  than  in  the  case  of  the  other  lot.  This  latter  diffi- 
culty can  be  in  a  large  measure  removed  by  the  Street  Commission- 
ers taking  the  land  at  the  junction  of  the  two  streets  back  about  100 
feet  on  each  street,  and  which  we  understand  they  are  now  consider- 
ing. Our  building  could  then  be  located  far  enough  back  from 
Cambridge  street  to  be  free  from  all  annoyance.  If  the  Street  Com- 
missioners decide  to  take  this  corner  piece,  this  committee  are 
unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  Nevins  lot  is  the  better  lot  for 
our  purpose,  and  for  the  following  reasons  : 

(1)  It  is  sufficiently  central  to  accommodate  both  the  Allston 
and  Brighton  sections. 

(2)  The  location  is  very  much  more  attractive.  It  is  not  shut  in 
from  the  west,  but  is  open  in  every  direction. 

(3)  It  will  cost  the  city  less  in  the  end.  We  hold  an  offer  from 
a  gentleman  in  Brighton  that  if  the  pumping-station  lot  is  put  up  for 
sale  at  public  auction,  he  will  bid  fifteen  cents  per  square  foot.  It 
has  been  intimated  several  times  that  others  would  bid  more.  But 
at  this  price  the  city  would  receive  for  its  65,381  square  feet 
$9,807.15.  The  Nevins  land  is  offered  to  us  for  school  purposes  at 
forty  cents  per  square  foot.  A  lot  containing  30,000  square  feet, 
which  is  ample  in  size,  would  cost  us  $12,000,  or  $2,192.85  more 
than  the  other,  at  the  minimum  price  above.  But  the  City  Architect 
has  decided,  after  careful  examination,  that  it  would  cost  $5,000  more 
to  grade  the  pumping-station  lot  than  the  Nevins  lot.  Hence  there 
would  be  a  saving  to  the  city  in  the  end  by  an  exchange  of  lots  of 
$2,807.15.  To  put  the  same  thing  differently  :  if  the  city  had  neither 
lot  and  was  a  purchaser,  and  could  buy  the  pumping-station  lot  for 
fifteen  cents  per  foot,  or  $9,807.15,  it  would  be  obliged  to  add 
$5,000  to  it  additional  for  grading  to  bring  it  up  to  the  same   condi- 
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Hon  as  the  Nevins  lot,  which  can  be  bought  for  $12,000,  or  a  saving 
of  $2,807.15  in  favor  of  the  Nevins  lot  as  above.  One  reason  why 
there  is  such  a  difference  in  the  price  per  foot  of  the  two  lots  comes 
from  the  fact  that  the  old  lot  is  very  deep  and  has  a  very  narrow 
frontage  on  Cambridge  street.  We  therefore  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  following  order  :

The 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  demand 
for  an  extension  of  the  term  of  the  Evening  High  School. 
The  term  begins  on  the  evening  of  the  last  Monday  in 
September  and  closes  on  the  evening  of  the  second 
Friday  in  March.  It  is  particularly  noticeable  that  the 
number   of  pupils  in   the  Evening  Schools    rapidly    de- 
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creases  after  the  Christmas  recess.  It  is  frequently- 
necessary  to  consolidate  classes  and  dismiss  teachers, 
and  sometimes  to  close  a  school,  some  considerable  time 
before  the  end  of  the  term.  The  number  of  pupils  the 
last  few  weeks  of  the  term  is,  comparatively  speaking, 
very  small.  This  indicates  clearly  to  the  committee  that 
other  calls  are  made  upon  the  time  and  inclination  of  the 
pupils,  and  they  are  unable  to  give  more  time  to  their 
evening  instruction.  From  the  experience  of  past  years 
and  with  their  present  knowledge  it  is  the  judgment  of 
this  committee  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  extend  the  term 
of  the  Evening  High  School. 

With  regard  to  that  part  of  the  communication  which 
refers  to  the  curriculum  of  studies  in  the  Evening  High 
School,  the  committee  submit  that  the  present  course  of 
study  was  prepared  after  long  and  careful  consideration 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  adopted  by  the  School 
Board  in  May,  1888.

the  branches  of  instruction,  the  Evening  High  School  better  provides 
for  the  people  of  South  Boston  than  a  local  school  could  possibly  do" 
If  a  branch  school  were  opened  in  South  Boston,  it  would  probably 
of  necessity,  because  of  small  numbers,  be  restricted  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  evenings  and  the  branches  of  instruction  taught;  the  teaching 
force  would  not,  we  believe,  be  of  such  a  high  grade  as  that  at  the 
central  school.  The  best  teaching  talent  cannot  be  tempted  by  a 
few  hours'  work  per  week.  This  has  been  the  history  up  to  date  of 
all  local  Evening  High  Schools  we  have  established.  We  believe  the 
Evening  Schools  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  and  we  welcome 
every  opportunity  of  placing  them  where  they  are  needed  and  can  be 
sustained;  but  we  are  convinced,  from  the  many  experiments  tried, 
that  there  should  be  a  strong  and  pronounced  want  for  such  a  school, 
and  an  unquestionable  guarantee  of  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils, 
before  it  is  opened.  The  School  Board  have  never  received  from 
the  people  of  South  Boston  any  petition  for  an  Evening  High  School, 
and  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  committee  that  such  a  school  is  not 
needed,  at  present  at  least.

The  amount  granted  the  School  Committee  for  the  financial  year 
1892-93  was  $2,000,000,  a  reduction  from  the  estimates  presented  of 
$48,407. 

This  reduction  was  largely  met  by  neglecting  to  make  the  usual 
and  necessary  repairs  on  some  of  our  school  buildings. 

On  account  of  this  neglect,  more  work  must  be  done  the  coming 
year,  if  the  health  and  comfort  of  our  pupils  are  to  be  properly 
protected. 

The  Board  of  Health  sent  a  large  number  of  notices  the  past  year 
calling  attention  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  many  of  our  school 
buildings,  which  should  have  received  attention;  but  owing  to  a 
lack  of  funds  the  work  was  necessarily  omitted. 

"With  an  increase  of  two  or  three  per  cent,  in  pupils  each  year, 
with  the  large  number  of  new  school-houses  lately  acquired,  re- 
quiring much  additional  expense  for  heating  and  janitor  service, 
with  the  proper  extension  of  the  study  of  Manual  Training  in  our 
schools,  and  the  demands  of  the  citizens  for  additional  Kindergartens 
in  sections  of  the  city  where  they  do  not  exist,  we  can  offer  some  of 
the  reasons  why,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  it  will  be  im- 
possible to  continue  our  schools  on  their  present  basis,  maintaining 
the  salaries  now  paid  our  instructors,  on  an  appropriation  only  equal 
to  that  granted  for  the  financial  year  1892-93. 

The  sum  requested  under  the  head  of  "  Special  Appropriation  "  is 
self-explanatory:  "To  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to 
furnish  better  egress  and  fire-escapes  for  school  buildings." 

The  amount  asked  for  the  coming  year,  $2,090,320  ordinary,  and 
$66,200  special,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  having  charge 
of  the  preparation  of  these  estimates,  needed  and  should  be  granted.

through  an  order  passed  by  the  Common  Council  re- 
questing this  Board  "  to  consider  and  report  upon  the 
expediency  of  establishing  an  advanced  grade  of  studies 
in  connection  with  Boston's  system  of  public  schools." 
The  Committee  on  Examinations,  to  whom  this  order 
was  referred,  submitted  a  report  to  the  School  Board  in 
May,  1889,  which  was  accepted.  The  report  stated 
that  it  was  inexpedient  to  establish  an  advanced  grade 
of  studies  on  the  grounds  of  inadequate  provision  for  the 
Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  and  of  the  questionable 
legal  authority  of  the  School  Board  to  act  in  the  matter. 

In  September,  1889,  the  subject  was  again  presented 
to  this  Board  through  an  order  of  the  City  Council. 
The  Committee  on  Examinations,  to  whom  the  subject 
was  referred,  submitted  a  report  substantially  like  their 
former  report,  and  recommending  that  further  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  was  unnecessary.  This  report  was 
also  accepted  by  the  School  Board. 

The  subject  now  comes  before  the  Board  through  the 
preamble  and  resolves  above  referred  to.  This  com- 
mittee have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  matter. 
Two  public  hearings,  which  were  advertised  in  the  daily 
newspapers  of  the  city,  have  been  given.  From  the 
information  received,  and  from  their  deliberations,  there 
appears  to  the  committee  to  be  no  necessity  of  provid- 
ing an  advanced  course  as  suggested.  This  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  extend  the 
present  course  of  study  in  the  public  schools  as  sug- 
gested in  the  preamble  and  resolves  referred  to  us,  and 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  establish  a  university  course  in 
connection  with  the  public  schools.  The  committee  rec- 
ommend that  the  subject  be  indefinitely  postponed.

The  original  order  referred  to  this  committee  —  Oct.  11  —  was  as 
follows  :  "  That  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  frame  such 
rules  as  are  needed  to  provide  that  all  teachers  before  confirmation 
shall  pass  an  examination  on  the  rules  of  this  department."  This 
committee  in  their  report  submitted  to  the  Board  —  Nov.  22 — 
expressed  their  opinion  that  it  was  undesirable  to  require  such  ex- 
amination, and  recommended  that  measures  be  taken  to  provide  the 
teachers  with  more  frequent  editions  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
than  had  been  the  practice  during  the  past  ten  years  or  more. 

In  their  reconsideration  of  the  subject,  the  committee  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  unwise  to  require  a  formal  examination, 
but  being  in  cordial  sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  the  order,  —  to 
require  on  the  part  of  teachers  a  thorough  knowledge  and  faithful 
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observance  of  the  regulations,  —  we  believe  the  proposition  we  now 
present  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Board.  We  suggest  that, 
before  recommending  a  teacher  for  confirmation,  the  supervisors 
shall  satisfy  themselves  that  such  teacher  has  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  211  of  the  Regulations,  which  is  as  follows: 
"  Section  211.  All  teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  required  to 
make  themselves  familiar  with  these  Regulations,  especially  with 
such  as  relate  to  their  individual  duties,  and  to  the  instruction  and 
discipline  of  their  own  schools,  and  are  also  required  to  see  that  the 
Regulations  are  faithfully  observed."  It  is  further  suggested  that 
the  reports  of  the  supervisors  recommending  the  teachers  for  confir- 
mation shall  include  the  statement  that  such  teachers  have  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  211. 

The  committee  repeat  the  recommendations  of  their  former  report 
with  regard  to  the  annual  edition  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and 
the  furnishing  of  the  same  to  the  teachers.

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted—  Dec.  13  —  an  order  proposing  amendments  to  the  Rules  to 
provide  a  greater  uniformity  in  allowing  credit  for  previous  service 
to  teachers  appointed  in  our  public  schools,  report  that  they  fully 
appreciate  the  arguments  of  those  who  are  not  in  full  sympathy  with 
the  proposition  presented  in  our  former  report.  We  repeat  the 
statement  before  made,  that  we  are  in  doubt  if  it  be  possible  to  pro- 
pose any  plan  which  will  fit  every  case  and  be  absolutely  accept- 
able to  every  one.  We  cannot  and  we  ought  not  to  attempt  to  leg- 
islate for  individual  cases.  Our  whole  thought  and  purpose  should 
be  to  propose  a  plan  which  contains  the  minimum  causes  for  objection, 
and  comes  as  near  the  line  of  equal  justice  to  all  as  is  possible. 
We  believe  after  most  carefully  reconsidering  the  subject  that  the 
proposition  recommitted  to  us  is,  on  the  whole,  the  best  one  we  can 
suggest.  It  seems  to  us  that  this  plan  removes  so  many  of  the  causes 
for  misunderstanding  and  injustice,  and  provides  for  a  clearly  defined 
rule,  —which  cannot  be  misinterpreted  by  committee,  master,  or  ap- 
plicant, —  that  it  is  worthy  of  a  trial  at  least. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order:
